SAN FRANCISCO, April 138.—

titled to the $43,000 estate of Aisi- 
loas Johnson, ragged peddier of 
lottery tickets, Superior Judge 
Graham today authorized the open- 
ing of depositions taken in Bul- 
garia, whére Johnson, whose true 
Bame was Joanides, was born. 
Johnson died last June at Calis- 
toga, where he had gone for his 
health. 
Although he lived in humble cir- 
cumstances in San Francisco and 
was supposed to be poor, Public 
Administrator W.-J. Hynes: found 
the lottery-ticket peddler had $22,- 
000 in cash and $21,000 more in 
United States bonds. Sitxy-seven 
claimants in Bulgaria, represented 
by seven different attorneys, seek 
to share, in the estate.

Hynes was told by persons who 
knew the ticket peddiler that he 
was unusually successful because 
superstititious folk who bélieved 
they could coax good luck by rub- 
bing his back flocked to him to 
buy lottery tickets. 
Charles L. McEnerney, attorney 
for nieces and nephews, said John- 
son's fortune was due principally 
to his habit of thrift that was car- 
ried to the extreme of miserliness. 
Just before his death, McEnerney 
said, Johnson lived in a room that 
cost him $10 a month and he made 
a terrific protest because his land- 
lady tried to increase his rent.

WASHINGTON, April 18.— 
President Coolidge has accepted 


the invitation extended by § the. 
newspaper sponsors of the Nation- 
al Oratorical Contest on the Con- 
stitution to participate in the final 
meeting for the 1926 contest, to be 
conducted at the Washington Audi- 
torium on the evening of May 8. 
He will make a brief addrees at 
the opening of the meeting. 

This is the third time the Chief 
Executive has given his unquali- 
fied indorsement of the contest 
movement. At the national finals 
last year, at Memorial Continental 
Hall, Washington, he made an 
address, stressing the importance 
and value of the undertaking. Last 
the newspapers 
announced that the contest would 
be repeated this year, President 
Coolidge wrote a letter, expressing 
his pleasure in learning of that 


importance of the contest and to 
his approval of its value. 
The element of the contest 
which has appealed most strong- 
'y to leaders througtout the na- 
tion has been its unique blending 
of youthful enthusiasm and  in- 
tensive scholarship. This was in 
President Coolidge’s mind when 
he said tn his addrers at last year's 
finals that the contest “represents 
the most effective method of en- 
listing the interest of the young 
men and women in the study of 
our governmental institutions.”’ 


PREPARATIONS UNDER WAY 


Elaborate preparations for the 
Washington finals are already un- 
der way. Provisions are being 
made for accommodatin mor e| 
than 8000 persons at this meet- 
ing, where seven youthful speakers 
will contend for oratorical suprem- 
acy, each representing one’ of the 
seven zones into which the United 
States has been divided far .the 
purpose of the contest. The meet- 
will be attended not only by those’ 
interested itn contest In or near’ 
Washington, t prominent | 
persons in every part of the coun- 
try. who have followed the con- 
test with close attention. Applica- 
tions for reservations at the meet- 
ing, which has already taken its 
place as one of the primary events 
of the late spring season at the 
national capital, have. been pour- 
ing tn to the Washington head- 
quarters for several days. 

At the final meeting of last 
year’s contest it was necessary to 
turn away approximately 5000 per- 
sons. The recently completed au- 
ditorlum is eo much larger than 
Continental Memorial ‘Hall, how- 
ever, that it is believed the popu- 
lar demand for seats can be ade- 
quately met at this year’s finals.

Uniform laws fn all States gov- 
erning motor vehicles are expected 
to be brought nearer fulfillment at 
the national conference of commis- 


sioners on uniform States laws to 
be held in New York City, the 23rd 
and 24th inst.

rates were reduced 56 to 10 cents, 
respectively, to 60 and 70 cents @

ber $1, 


Canned goods and dried fruits 


are the most important commodl- 
ties In the European trade from 
this Coast, and the slash is regard-

The cut was started 
by the International Mercantile 
Marine, whose subsidiary, the 


Panama-Pacific Line trans-ships to 
Europe at New York on other 
International Mercantile Marine 
veasels.

STRUGGLE AT VIOLA 

His father and mother—she was 
a Billings—moved from Northern 
New York into the southeastern 
corner of Minnesota when it was 
new country and their Frank was 
9 years of .

_At Viola the keynote of Kel- 
logg’s life struck. That note was 
work. By it he still lives. The 
afternoon he gave me thirty min- 
utes, secretaries kept their eyes 
on the clock for him because at 
a certain hour important pouches 
leave, carrying @tplomatic papers, 
‘and there would be last-minute 
_documents to sign, and he had to 
keep his eyes on 4 o'clock be- 
cause at that hour his wife was 
to give a reception to diplomats. 

Pondering those matters, my 
mind went back to the hamlet of 
Viola, where the keynote struck 
him at the age of 13. From then 
on work, work, work. All kinds 
of work—milking the cows, team- 
ing, plowing, sowing, reaping. Be- 
tween whiles a term of district 
schoo! in the winters and a term 
of district schoo! in the summers. 
Never any high school. 


NEVER HAD HELP 

He summed it up in his de- 
tached, unresentful way: 

“I never had any help from any- 
hody.” 

At 19 he moved to Rochester to 
study law, still wringing out of life 
everything that he got out of it. 
He swept out Mr. Eckholdt’s office, 
built Mr. Eckholdt’s fires, looked 
up Mr. Eckholdt’s references, oop- 
fed Mr. Eckholdt’s papers. That 
Was by day. In the evening he 
‘Went out and took care of the 


horsee and cows of a farmer liv- 
ae on the outskirts of Roches- 


Such were the Kellogg boy's 
winters. 

When spring came he drove a 
team and helped the sowers: The 
pay was $13 a month. In harvest 
time he bound up after the reap- 
ere-—-$2.50 a day for that, and for 
threshing $1.60 a day. To this hour 
he still mentions those sums with 
respect. They carried him through 
more winters of law school; they 
and the Rochester cows he fed at 
nightfall. 


HABIT OF WORK 

Now the point of all this is that 
the Kellogg boy got the habit of 
Work so ground into him that 
man Kellogg wanted 
an amusement he simply turned to 
another kind of work. It was 
thus he became learned in inter- 
Mational law. That came out 
when I asked him about his re- 
laxations. He confessed to inter- 
mational law—calling it “a sort of 
side issue.” 

Frank B. Kellogg's great, nay, 
his greatest, predecessor as Secre- 
tary of State of the United States 
Daniel Webster—once said in 
giving counse! to a young man, 
after all, progress in knowledge 
Gepends less frequently on the 
opportunities enjoyed than on the 
Use made of them.” 

That was Frank Kellogse’s way.

Another structure will be erected 
at the corner of Seventh and Hart- 
ford etreets by the Sun Realty 
Company under the supervision of 
Curlett & Beelman, at a cost of 


$1,000,000. 

The hospital will contain 110 
rooms and will haye a width and 
depth of 300 feet. The structure 
will be of reinforced concrete and 
will be one of the best equipped 
hospitals in the city. it is said. 

According to specifications, the 
structure to be built at Seventh 
and Hartford streets, will be thir- 
teen stories high, with a frontage 
of 122 feet and a depth of 150 


feet. It will contain 350 # £4hotel 
rooms, and will be of reinforced 
concrete construction.

Commissioner of Agriculture, indi- 
cate that the State's production of 
grains this year will be smaller 
than for many years. This condi- 
tion is due to the protracted drouth 
and the lateness of the planting 
geason. The only exception to the 
general decrease of grain acreages 
is that of milo maize, kafir corn 
and other grain sorghums. 
planting of these crops is now in 


_ in the northwestern~part 
the State. They will show an 


increase of about 12 per cent of. 


acreage over last year. 

The reduction of winter and 
apring wheat acreage is about 30 
per cent, with a 46 per cent condi- 
tion at this time, while the oats 
acreage shows a reduction of about 
$2 per cent, with.a 48. per cent 
condition. The reduction of corn 
acreage will be nearly 60 per cent, 
according to present prospects. The 
pest shows that Texas farmers 

e now purchasing 12 per cent 
more feed than at 


@ year ago. 
“The greater portion ef the 
State is still dry and the farmers 


have their land in good condition 
ready to plant, but are unable to 
Plant and get their crops up be- 
cause of lack of moisture,” Terrell 
said. “Recent rains are reported 
from some sections, and indications 
are that we will have a general 
rain during this month in time to 
insure reasonably good crops. The 
final acreage report will be deter- 
mined about June 1.”

DRIVING TO MAKE AN OPPONENT 
BY OLIVER MEGR™ 


“Inside golf,” of course, is prac- 
ticed by few amateurs. 

In the first place, few amateurs 
reach the point where they are 
able to conceive or execute a stra- 
tegical maneuver. Most of them 
@re unable even to become the 
mechanical masters of. the game. 


Secondly, where the only reward 
the player expects is victory, there 
is not, and should not be, any en- 
deavor to do more than to play 
the clubs and the course ts they 
should be played. 

Among professionals it is differ- 
ent. Having conquered all the 
technical difficulties of the game, it 
is natural that they should exhaust 
all the mental and psychological 

Dilities it offers, just as pro- 
essionals do in other sports, as, for 
instance, baseball. 

In endeavoring .to outwit. an ap- 
ponent they are mot cheating. They 
execute all plays out in the open, 
where the spectators have an op- 
portunity for a close-up inspection, 
and where the rival player has 
abundant time to study all condi- 
tions a is own perform- 

. &£nce. 

Professionals are rated accord- 
fing to the degree in which they 
win their matches, and their 
financial returns depend in part up- 
on this rating. So they develop 
their game from every conceivable 
angle. They estimate the mental 
qualities and morale of their op- 
ponents and seek to discover some 
flaw which can be exploited. Hence 
“Inside golf.” 

Various are the means by which 
“Inside golf" is practiced. Medal 
competition offers fewer opportu- 

Mities than match play. The big- 

gest opporunity comes in best-bal! 
foursomes, such as was described 
in last week's article. 

Only last autumn a match that 
attracted nation-wide interest was 

at a celebrated club near

Surveys and plans for a number 
of street openings, widenings and 
extensions, regarded as the most 
pressing of those recommended in 
the Major Traffic Plan, are rapid- 
ly progressing toward completion 
ahd will be presented soon to the 
City Council.

(Continved from First Page) 
briel canyons, on the west fork 
of the San Dimas and in Big Dal- 
ton Canyon. From twenty to thir- 
ty men are employed in each camp 
at the height of the planting sea- 
son. As the work draws toward 
a close about a dozen are kept 
busy. 
KNACK IN PLANTING — 

There is a. ‘“knack’’ about set- 
ting out the plants to that they 
will thrive, and the men who prove 
most successful are chosen as 
“planters.” Others are employed 
in measuring off the distances— 
the trees are usually planted twelve 
feet by twelve feet—while still oth- 
ers dig the holes in which the 


roots of the young trees can be : 


spread out. 

If the ground is too iin the 
holes have to be made ready and 
then left until a rain fills them, 
for there is no piping system to 
supply water by turning on a hy- 
drant. 

The work has a picturesque side 
to it, for the trees, which have 
been carried to the camp on trucks 
and “heeled in” in long rows in 
the ground, have to be transport- 
ed to the actual scene of the 
planting on sure-footed burros 
equipped with pack saddles such 
as the miners use. 

Five or six hundred plants can 
be loaded into a pair of these sad- 
dle boxes at a time, and then the 
proceasion sets out. The men carry 
their long-handled shovels and their 
planting equipment, and it is often 
quite a jaunt up steep mountain- 
sides from the camp to their work. 
planting is begun, is to make a 
trail. 

In some places the fire swept 
away ever vestige of the former 
covering, but toward the edge of 
ite path charred remains of trees 
and shrubs thrust out their ghost- 
ly arms, writhing as if tormented 
by memortes of the seering flames. 
These must be cut away. | 


WILD BLOSSOMS 

A spring covering of wild flow- 
ers soften the grimness of the 
scene in places, but these tender 


plants will disappear before long. 
Canterbury bells spread their fuzzy 
green leaves over the ground and 
wild cucumber vines sprawl! over 
the blackened earth and festoon 
themselves from the stark branch- 
en. Yellow vetch purple 
montbretias and a few lupines and 
popples add a touch of beauty to 
a somber scene. 

The work of planting the trees 
is under the supervision of Assist- 
ant County Forester Charles A. 
Hess, who also is in charge of the 
nursery in Altadena. Mr. Hess 
has carried on the work from its 
experimental beginning back in 
1917 to its present stage of demon- 
strated success. 


HOW THEY RESEED 


The reseeding is done under the 
supervision of Assistant Forester 
Everet R. Stanford, and this work, 
too, hag its picturesque angles. 
the present time about twenty 
men are busily engaged in seeding 
in Monrovia Canyon. The grease- 
wood, sage and barberry seed are 
broadcast as the farmers formerly 
sowed their grain, and it is an in- 
teresting site to see the men mov- 
ing rapidly up a :‘ope with their 
arms moving rhythmically. Sixteen 
to eighteen sacks of these seeds 
can be planted in a single day. 

About 1500 acres have 
planted so far this season, and 


lanother 1000 will be “rehabilitat- | 


ed” before the crew is called in. 
This brush seed will/in time, un- 
less it is again swept by fire, cov- 
er the ground with enough soil so 
that larger trees can be set out. 


CONTINUOUS WORK 
The fact that the transplanting 
season is almost over does not, as 
has been said, mean that the for- 
esters can loaf. Chief Forester 
Flintham is constantly carrying on 
experiments that will increase the 


scope and effectiveness of the 
work. 
Seed must be gathered. “The 


cones of the Coulter pines, which 
have been chosen because of their 
longevity—they often live to be 150 
years old—and because of their 
powers of drought resistance, have 
to be sought in the mountains of 
San Diego county, where they 
flourish best. These must be spread 
out on trays to dry. After the 
seeds have been shaken out they 
must be sorted and and tested. The 
few Knob cone pines which are 
used must be obtained from San 
Luis OBispo county. These have 
to be soaked in boiling water be- 
fore the resin-covered seeds can 
be used. 

In the fall crews will be sent out 
to the near-by mountains to gather 
the brush seed, which must also be 
cleaned, tested and stored. 

The planting itselfi must be done 
in drills, about six inches apart, in 
seed beds prepared with a mixture 
of earth and leaf mold. During the 
season of germination and all dur- 
ing the ensuing two years the 
beds must be cultivated d weed- 
ed, and protection provided in case 
of winds and excessive heat. 


TREES TRANSPLANTED 


At the end of a year the trees 
are transplanted. At the end of 
two they are ready to bet set out 
in their permanent locations. Those 
intended for the most barren places 
are put into pasteboard containers 
without disturbing the balls of 
earth around their roots. In any 
case great care must be taken in 
handling the plants, for after they 
are set out they must establish 
themselves without. further § aid 
from the nurserymen and must 
survive during their first long sum- 
mer without watering and cultiva- 
tion. 

Eucalyptus trees have also been 
raised in the nursery for planting 
back of the county sanatorium at 
Sylmar, but these grow more rap- 
idly than the pines. In six months 
they are ready to be set out. 

The ten acres devoted to the 
work in Altadena and the half- 
million or more trees that have 
already been set out are but a be- 
ginning. If Southern California 
is to realize its great destiny the 
mountains must be rehabilitated. 
Just now the greatest emphasis is 
being placed on roads and fire 
breaks. They must come first tn

[IAT EXPLAINS 

A convention of scientists at Johns 
Hopkins decides by a majority vote that 
man is the principal colloid. Don’t be 
frightened. It stands for glue, mucilage 
and gum. That is a revelation of science 
to which William Jennings Bryan can have 
no objection. From now on science will 
proceed without interference of the great 
Commoner, for he is the best demonstra- 
tion of the theory. 

The opinion solemnly delivered at this 
seat of learning has other incontrovertible 
arguments tobackitup. There are poor re- 
lations, alimony hunters, politicians, walk- 
ing delegates and legions of insurance 
agents and drummers. In fact, the System 
Magazine lays down the rule that no man 
can be a success without stick-to-it-iveness, 
and the balance are a jell. 


OUT 
Socialism is apparently approaching 
its term. During the last six years it has 


_| passed through experimental stages in the 


governments of Germany, France and 
Great Britain. In each of these countries 
a Socialist government was for a time in 
power. One after the other these govern- 
ments have collapsed. In England the pen- 
dulum swung back to the right with such 
a sweep that a government more frankly 
conservative than any other during the last 
fifty years is now in power. In Germany 
a “moderate” party is now in control. The 
Socialists, as such, have no candidate in 
the national elections. They are support- 
ing a Liberal-Democrat against the sem!- 
monarchist candidacy of Von Hindenburg. 
In France the Socialist Herriot and his 
Cabinet have been deposed. Painleve, the 
new Prime Minister, is a Liberal, and Cail- 
laux is also a Liberal with Socilalistic ten- 
dencies. In other words, Caillaux prefers 
being popular to being consistent. 

Such a Socialistic legend was fabricated 
during the first two decades of the twen- 
tieth century, it was perhaps necessary 
that, somewhere, the Socialists should be 
permitted to demonstrate whether their 
theories were really applicable to modern 
governments. The world had to know by 


actual application whether Socialism was/ 


a poison or a panacea. Russia went the 
limit, swallowed the whole bottle; and both 
government and industry became so vio- 
lently {ll that neither has yet recovered. 
England tried Socialism in homeopathic 
doses. As soon as signs of fever appeared 
the doses were discontinued and an emetic, 
in the form of a Conservative government, 


was administered. France and Germany 


are following a somewhat similar course. 


It is significant of the effects of Socialism 
on a people that the French hope that the 


Socialists will succeed in power in Ger- 
many, and the Germans hope that the So- 
cilalists will recover their power in France. 
One can hardly attribute this to mutual 
feelings of good will. 

As far as the United States is concerned, 
experiments in Socialism were limited to 
a few States here while the people waited 
to observe its effects on the governments 
of Europe. This hereditary conservatism, 
which is in its last analysis hereditary com- 
mon sense, saved us from the governmen- 
tal confusion and industrial depression of 
the European countries that made the ex- 
periment. 

Sir Alfred Mond started the reacticn 
against Socialism in England last year with 
the very simple proposition: “It is very 


important that people should clearly make! 
up their minds as to what is the meaning | 


of Socialism.” This challenge MacDonsid 
sought to accept in a sixteen-page brochure. 
It consisted mainly in an abuse of capital- 
ism and the capitalistic system—which is 
in its essence the system of personal own- 
ership of what one acquires—but left one 
completely in the dark as to the form and 
character of the system which was to be 
substituted for it. 

After our present governmental and in- 
dustrial system, what? That is the ques 
tion which Socialism has never been able 
to answer to the satisfaction of an enlight. 
ened people. As Nihbilistic agents of de- 
struction Socialistic principles have worked 
notable successes. But, wherever they have 
been applied, they have left a community 
or a state buried in the ruins of the gov- 
ernmental and industrial systems they over 
threw. | 

Socialism has claimed more victims in 
the world in the last eight years than the 
Spanish influenza, more victims than the 
immediate years of the World War. Hap 
pily, most of the people of the world are 
well on the way to recovery from both. 
Russia remains the dark spot, but there 
are encouraging signs that Bolshevism, 
which is applied Socialism, is on the wane, 
like a firebrand which is consuming itself. 


WAYWARDNESS 
Several articles devoted to juvenile 


crime and lawlessness have appeared re- 


cently in newspapers and magazines; and. 


the fault is almost invariably laid at the 
door of overindulgent parents. If one turns 
back to the periodicals of the Mid-Victorian 
era, one finds the same complaint about 


|“juvenile crime and lawlessness,” and the 


cause is found in the harsh discipline of 
the home and school. Yet parents were 
indulgent fifty years ago and many parents 
are harsh disciplinarians still. To read 
contemparary literature, there has never 
been a period in 1000 years in which juve- 
nile crime and waywardness were not on 
the increase; yet the youth of the present 
day are not more immoral and wayward 
than that of the ages when America was 
still unknown to the rest of the world. 


It is to be regretted, however, that the 
enlightened generations have not succeed- 
ed in exercising a more corrective control 
over juvenile waywardness. Perhaps the 
reason is to be found in part in the changed 
conditions of modern life. We have more 
corrective agencies; but the dizzy speed 
of modern life makes us live at a higher 


nervous tension. Opportunities for way- 
wardness seem to have multiplied. De 


crease of spiritual contentment and increase 
of material] requirements growing from and 
out of overheated desire of continnous ex- 
citement offer a partial explanation. Men- 
tal contentment only thrives in placid sat- 
isfaction with circumstances around us. In 
former days, when locomotion iwas not 
quite so fast, the rush for speed did not 
keep mental anticipation on edge as dovus 
our motor-driven brain today. 

All natural forces act and react. Over- 
stimulation is bound to swing the pendulum 
back to an almost equal distance from the 
center in the othe? direction. Mental ac- 
tivity cérresponds with circulation of the 
blood by which cerebral action is controlled. 
A clip of from forty to seventy miles an 
hour indulged in by corporeal transporta- 
tion carries the mind and mental activity 
with it. The nervous force employed in 
our daily OtTupations and avocations at a 
pressure of present industrial and commer- 
cial speed reacts in the same manner. 
Hence the demand for renewed speed of 
pleasure after working hours, in the form 
of a joy ride, where formerly the over- 
worked brawn and brain looked for a pro- 
portionate rest and period of inactivity.

The momentum gath- 
ered in the reckless pursuit of pleasure 
comes to a dead stop. The brake has been 
worn out and slips ominously. In the mad, 
heedless determination to continue on the 
road leading to the desired goal, which now 
has become part of our so-called rights, 
means of emergency are employed. 
Disappointment and delusion resulting 
from the concussion of headlong speed on 
the road of pleasure with a period of forced 
inactivity through misfortune or lack of 
ready cash suggest continuation of high 
speed at the expense of others, which 
means merely a step across a moral chalk 
line washed out and made almost invisible 
in the application of a wishy-washy imita- 
tion of modern sophistry. : 
Ethical rules of modern society, as com- 
pared with the hard and fast laws of yes- 


curb the surge of the ever-swelling flood of 
desire for material advantages with the 
thin gauze of a transparent netting. The 
line of defense has‘ shrunk in inverse pro- 
portions to the need of stronger retrench- 
ment. 

Should progress be halted to repair our 
back fences? Not necessarily; but, while 
‘culture adds story on story to its skyscrap- 
ing structure, let it provide screens for the 
tenants who contemplate self-destruction 
where they sought enjoyment of the more 
hygenic improvements offered. 


AND PRISONS 

Answering the question, “Has civili 
tion outgrown religion?” John D. Rocke 
feller, Jr., utters an emphatic “No.” More 
over, he says there never will be a time 
when religion is not needed by mankind 
and that what we should do right now js 

to return to the faith of our forefathers. . 

This is in line with an address delivered 
by United States Senator William H. King 
recently in New York in which he deeply 
deplored the lack of spirituality manifest- 
ed by. the present generation and said that 
it never would progress in the right direc- 
tion and gain real happiness until the an- 
cient faith had been restored to the world. 

Going still deeper into the subject, Su- 
perior Judge Marcus Kavanaugh of Chi- 
cago stresses the importance of a revival 
of religion in this country. “Religion,” he 
says, “is needed to assist the courts. In 
lands where the churches are full the pris- 
ons are empty and where the churches are 
empty the prisons are full. With a gen- 
eral return to the old-time reverence of 
Almighty God the laws would almost en- 
force themselves.” 

Here we have a modern business man, a 
politician and a jurist, each eminent in his 
own field, agreed upon a point which vital- 
ly affects human progress in America xs 
elsewhere. Of course, we might confidently 
count upon the clergy to concur in these 
lately expressed sentiments, selected by 
The Times from lay sources, and to clinch 
the argument we have the stout assertions 
and statistics of Rev. Jay 8S. Stowell in 
the Missionary Review of the World, who 
makes plain the fact that there is not 
enough religious teaching in this country.

Armenia has been attracting the 
attention of the civilzed world for 


is at once romantic, tragic and 
heroic. Armenians have main- 


tained themselves for thousands of 
years close to the birthplace of 
mankind, and been associated his- 
torically with the cataclysms' which 
have afflicted the world, the Noahic 
deluge. 

That they preserved all their 
ideais religion and respectability 
all through the euffering and mar- 
tyrdom signifies that Armenia has 
an important mission in connection 
with the destinies of Western Asia.

Another trick was “dropping 
tickets’’, pawnbrokers would make 
out a number of tickets, for dia- 


mond rings and jewelry for $15 
or $20, and then scatter 
them all over the streets. 
Whoever picked them up was in- 
trigued, a diamond ring for $15! 
—probably a $50 ring. They wghld 
rush to the pawnshop, redeem it, 
to find out later to their dismay, 
that the ring was worth $5. 

“The funniest case we ever had. 
was of the fellow who spent one 
night in jail for stealing his own 
watch,” Lieutenant Roberts of the 
police pawnshop detail told me. 


LOST HIS JOB 

“This incident will tllustrate that 
it is wrong for people to give /fic- 
titious names when they pawn any 
of their jewelry or other articles. 
There ts no more disgrace going 
into a legitimate pawnshop than it 
is to go to your bank. 

“A young fellow from San 
Diego, from a fine family and 
with: a good college education, 
got a position as an advance man 
company. 
The outfit went broke in San 
Francisco, and he was notified that 
he was out of a job. He had no 
money, so he pawned his watch for 
$25. and a ring for $50. 

“The pawnbroker'’s report came 
in, and wheh it was checked with 
our files we found out that a 
watch bearing the same number 
was reported stolen from San Diego. 
We wrote to San Diego immediate- 
ly, and several days iater when 
the young man came in, we were 
called and he was arrested. 


NIGHT IN JAIL 
“He insisted that the jewelry 
was his own property, but we were 


waiting for word from San Diego, 
and in the meantime the young 
man spent a night in jail. The 
next day he confessed that he 
gave a fictitious name, and that 
his real name was so and so, and 
that his home was in San Diego. 

“When we informed him of our 
records, he laughed and said that 
it was his own watch which was 
stolen a year ago, but it was re- 
covered several days later in one 
of the pawnshops. If he had 
signed his own name to the slip, 
everything would have been fine; 
as it was, he spent a night in jal) 
for stealing his own watch. 

“The pawnshops have given the 


police splendid co-operation § in 
restoring stolen oods and cap- 
turing  thiefs. faman or 


woman comes into a shop several 
times, and gives a different name 
And address every time, the pawn- 
broker will notify us, and we are 
able to locate jewelry that has 
been missing for months. 

“Every evening, the pawnshops 
make out a green sheet furnished 
them by the police department, 
stating the name of the reon, 
the number of 
the watches, revolvers, and the 
size of diamonds, and their value 
and how much loaned on them. 

“In the morning the clerk com- 
pares those sheets with our files, 
and through this system we are 
able to locate the stolen articles, 
and return them to the owner.”

Of the 2290 robberies myen- 
tioned, 242 occurred at an un- 
known hour of the day and 609 at 
an unknown hour of the night. 
The statistics show that private 
residences are entered by burglars 
more than any other class of bulld- 
ings. Of the 2290 in that three 
months’ period, $74, or a little less 
than one-half, occurred in private 
homes. There were 594 in apart- 
ments and hotels, 501 in business 
places, elighty-nine in offices, thir- 
ty-five In public buildings and aix 
on vessels at anchor in the harbor. 
The balance of the robberies were 
miscellaneous in character.

He 
chose to defend it entirely in or- 
der to get through its Siamese 
Twin, the covenant of the League 
of Nations, The signatures of 
some of his own commissioners to 
pe treaty were secured under pro- 
est. 

The world was disillusioned with 
its faults. It would have been 
easy to lay the treaty and the 
covenant before the Senate as a 
bad lot, but the hest he could do: 
but that would have been to con- 
fess . to admit failure, 
something Wilson could not do. He 
was schooled in the coungel of 
perfection and could give his ap- 
to nothing less than perfee- 

on. 

So he brought home the perfect 
treaty and the impeccable cove- 
nant, and laid them both before 
his countrymen as the work of 
God. But the United States Sen- 
ate, which had to accept or reject 
the treaty and the covenant, even 
before the Senators began to con- 
sider the documents, had other 
ang significant ideas about this 
perfect work of God.

In 
this class we find the “condenser 
antenna,” the buzzer system an- 
tenna, the door-bell wiring system 
antenna and latest of all the pie- 
pan antenna. 

If you have an ordinary desk 
telephone-stand type of phone in 
your home, solder some kind of 
clip to a tin ple pan and set the 
telephone in the pie pan. Attach 
a wire to the clip attached to the 
pie pan and run this wire to the 
antenna post of your radio re- 
ceiver. The results you get may be 
even better than you are getting 
on your elevated outdoor antenna! 

If the wiring attached to the 
telephone (from the telephone to 
the pole outside) is comparatively 
long and in the open, the chances 
are that reception will be very 
good, while on the other hand if 
the wiring is in conduit or metal 
lathing and the lead from _ the 
house to the telephone pole on the 
outside is short, results will prob-

ably be poor. It's worth trying 
anyway. 

In this connection, the same re- 
marks apply to the various an- 
tenna adapters by means of which 
you plug a condenser into the 
lighting fixture, run one 
from the condenser to the set and 
operate the set from the house 
wiring. If the leads of the lighting 
system are long and in the open 
the results may be fine.

F YOU are interested in experi- 
mental work we suggest the 
following test-board. On it, you 

will note, we have mounted most 
of the standard “variables,”’ which 
will be found in the design of 
broadcast receiving equipment. By 
means of this board and short 
lengths of lamp cord it is possible 
to patch up almost any sort of 
circuit on very short order. This 
equipment will enable you to 
judge the relative merits of the 
various simple circuits with the 
least amount of time. 

The breadboard can be three- 
fourth inches thick, twelve inches 
wide and eighteen inches long. By 
means of one-half inch brass 
angles the two condensers should 
be mounted in the approximate 
position shown in our picture 
diagram.

RAINFALL DISMISSES FEARS 


Adequate Water Supply 


for Power and Domestic 


Use; Economists Advise Care in Irrigation 


BY EARLE 


E. CROWFE 


On the whole, rainfall conditions in Central and Southern Cali- 
fornia so far this season are satisfactory enough to dispel the fears of 
the alarmists. Naturally the water supply is of the greatest importance 
in determining’ the economic status of this region, but it also is true 


that there are factors other than 
at a forecast of business properity. 


agriculture to consider in arriving 
Most of these influences are of a 


favorable nature, and comPined with the relative improvement in the 
water situation, warrant a sanguine outlook for the remainder of the 


year. 

Water conditioha, however, still 
demand that careful consideration 
should be given to efficiency in ir- 
rigation. A late investigation by 
the Eberle and Riggleman Eco- 
nomic Service indicates that while 


rainfall this season has had an un- 
usual geographical distribution in 


Southern California, the water re-/ 


serves are still below norma] for 
agricultural purposes. On the 
west slope of the Sierras, normal 
rainfall has fallen and the South- 
ern California Edison Company is 
assured of ah adequate supply for 
the manufacture of electrical en- 
ergy. Another favorable fact is 
that an adequate supply of water 
is available for all domestic and 
commercial purposes in Los An- 
geles. 

EFFICIENCY REQUIRED 

‘Agricultural methods, in the 
opinion of the Eberle and Riggle- 
man service, have generally im- 
proved to the point where a pro- 
portionately small amount is 
used than formerly. Nevertheless, 
the water reserves hare been 
drawn on heavily in the last year 
or so, and it ie incumbent on agri- 
culturists to irrigate this season as 
earefully as possible. Later rains 
may add materially to the storage 
supply, but this report advises 
caution tn most sections. 

North of the Tehachapi, the pre- 
cipitation has been normal or bet- 
ter, while in the south it has bean 
less than the normal amount, and 
in some places but slightly better. 
than last year. The only section 
north of the Tehachapi that has 
not received a normal amount is 
the eastern watershed of the high 
Sierras, although it has had about 
50 per cent more than last sea- 
son. In Los Angeles, the Eberle 
and Riggleman report expresses 
the opinion that the season's pre- 
cipitation will about approximate 
last year's total. 

Normal rainfall! has fallen tn the 
mountainous regions from which 
the Southern California Edison 
Company drawer its supply. This is 
a highly salutary development in 
the general situation, for it guar- 
antees adequate power for com- 
mercial and agricultural enter- 
prises throughout Central 
Southern California. At 
Creek in the southern end of the 
watershed, and in the region from 
which the Los Angeles Aqueduct 
receives ita supply, the precipita- 
tion on the 12th tnst. was 49.38 
inches, -compared to 6.06 Inches on 
the same date last season. The 
normal is 14.96 inches. 


DOMESTIC SUPPLY AMPLE 


The improvement at this point 
eliminates any fear of a shortage 


economic injury. The supply is 
adequate for the manufacture of 
power and for domestic and com- 
mercial consumption, but the agri- 
culturists will have to observe the 
ordinary rules of caution in their 
use of irrigation water.

FLOOD WATERS LOST 


“if the recent floods in the San 
Gabriel Basin resulted in much 
improvement in the ground water 
conditions.

Price Recovery Outstanding 
Feature of Week 


Revival of Interest in Rail 
Issues Appearing 


Renewal of Major Movement 
Upward in Doubt

It remains to be seen ‘whether 
or not the security markets can 
maintain the advance resumed 
during the past week. It is quite 
true that a number of individual 
stocks, notably motors, have at- 
tained new high prices and that 
certain special issues have had 
substantial advances and that the 
averages have recovered approx!i- 
mately half the ground lost inthe 
recent reaction. But, it is equally 
true that the highly speculative 
pool: stocks find it difficult to 
emerge from a rather narrow trad- 
ing range which is far below the 
year’s peak. 

At best, the present market ap- 
pears to be a trading affair, and 
very sensitive at that. It is helped 
by cheap money and absence of 
forced selling. In this respect it 
has gained considerable strength 
in the past two weeks or 450. 
Whether or not enough public en- 
thusiasm can be created to bring 
about a resumption of the major 
upward movement before summer 
is an open question. 


MOTORS LEAD 


The outstanding feature of the 
present market !s the remarkable 
strength of the automobile issues, 
and in this particular group the 
Maxwell stocks have been. well in 
the forefront. Maxwell “A™ and 
“B” have attained record high lev- 
els since it has been annqunced 
that they are to be exchanged for 
stock in the Chrysler Corporation 
and dividend payments arranged. 
It had been rumored for some 
time that the Class A stock would 
soon go to an $8 dividend basis 
and the rumor is borne out by 
the announced plan to pay $6 in 
the near future and the equivalent 
of $4 additional in new stock. The 
improved position of the junior 
stock was naturally refiecteq in 
much greater speculative activity. 

Another motor issue to score 
great gains on a very heavy vol- 
ume of trading was Willys Over- 
land.

At its high point of the 
week, this stock shows an advance 
of about 100 per cent so far this 
year. 

The fact that Studebaker Cor- 
poration announces an increase in 
price indicates that executives an- 
ticipate a good demand for cars. 
And what is true of Studebaker, 
Maxwell, Willys.Overland and Hud- 
20n, appears to be true in the case 
of many others. AH are showing 
good earnings at the present time. 
Still another factor which enters is 
more than one projected merger 
within the industry. 


COPPERS, OILS LAG 


Copper stocks should be helped 
by the dividend resumption of 
Magma at the rate of $3 a year, 
but few stocks responded to this 
action. As a matter of fact, cop- 
per shares continue to lag, pos- 
sibly because the price of the metal 
rules below 14 cents and few com- 
panies can make very large profits 
at this price. It seems that the 
prospects for an early advance in 
the price of the metal are rather 
dim and this is one of the factors 
with which the market now has to 
contend. 

The price of petroleum prod- 
ucts shows a declining tendency, 
though gasoline consumption for 
February, 1925, showed an in- 
crease of about 40 per cent over 
the corresponding month a year 
ago, and in the same period 
luyricating oils showed. an _  in- 
crease of about 43 per cent.

The State 
fruit inspector says that the Or- 
ange Cove district is the only one 
of any size in the State of Cali- 
fornia that will ship fruit this 
year that will not have to be iIn- 
spected for frost damage. My bank- 
er friend tells me that there was 
absolutely no damage from ‘frost 
there this year. He aiso states 
that the local citrus exchange has 
offered $4 a box, orchid rjin, f.o.b., 
Orar.ge Cove, for the pa that is 
now on the trees. His exhibit o 
Emperor grapes indicates that th 
crop will be heavy and of good 
quality.

Mortimer Wilson Composes 

Mortimer Wilson, who is really 
one of the greatest—and I use the 
word advisedly—composers who 
ever flowered in America, is here, 
composing eight or nine hours a 
day out in a stuffy little old studio 
on the Fairbanks lot. Yes, Wilson 
is truly remarkable, although most 
people, especially out here in the 
wild and woolies, don't know it. 
Only one or two of his ten sym- 
phonies have been played in this 
sountry: record shows that Europe 
has been more generous (please re- 
read Gentle interview here!) He 
has composed any number of trios, 
quartets, chamber music works of 
various types; one of his “smaller” 
numbers, so to sheak, was the 
music for “The Thief of Bagdad,”

books. Chiefly pretentious is a five- 
volume set on Orchestration, pub- 
lished by Fischer, and conceded 
by all eastern universities, where 
it is largely used, to be the most 
complete handling of the subfect. 

His st¥le is marked with charm 
and native grace. It is doubtful 
he has ever composed an un- 
musical phrase. It is expected that 
a concert of his compositions will 
be arranged by those “in the 
know” while he is here. At present 
he is composing and arranging the

‘Tis a 
gorgeous spectacle, and one to 
gratify the unsated lusts of every 
denizen of the inhibited small 
towns of the most remote prov- 
inces. Por, with a reluctant hand. 
Ben waves a farewell kiss of ten- 
derness to the bright-eyed lass of 
pre-Volstead days, and then, with 
a Machiavellian leer, he addresses 
himeelf to the double task of dam- 
ning Philadelphia, and presenting 
a cinematographic picture of che 
mad descent of Miss Knickabocker 
into the .maelstrom of the syn- 
thetic seas.

PERMANENT COURT OF INTER- 
NATIONAL CE AND THE 
QUESTION OF AMERICAN PARTICI- 
PATION. By Manley O. Hudson. Mar- 
vard University Press, Cambridge, 


When, on January 30, 1922, the 
Permanent Court of International 
Justice assembled at The Hague, 
that assembly marked the fruition 
of a generation of effort on the 
part of some of the greatest men 
whose lives and efforts have con- 
tributed to the progress of man- 
kind tn the last fifty years. Such 
a’court is not by any means a new 
idea, born of recent years, it was 
suggested as far back as the year 
1305 by a distinguished French- 
man, Pierre Dubois. At a later 
period, in 1623, another French- 
man, Emeric Cruce, gave voice and 
direction as to the necessity of 
such a tribunal, but it remained 
for the World War with all its at- 
tendant horrors and waste of blood 
and treasure to spur men to take 
the final step in the realization of 
the age-old ideal. 

In this volume Mr. Hudson has 
given us a comprehensive  his- 
torical sketch of the progress of 
this idea and he has carefully as- 
sembled and presented in a scholar- 
ly and illuminating fashion, al] the 
steps that have been taken in 
bringing this court into actual ex- 
istence. The author, who was a 
member of the legal section of the 
Secretariat of the League of 
Nations, while the statute of the 
court was being drafted and while 
the judges were being selected, is 
competent to discuss that great 
and promising project intelligent- 
ly and with a first-hand knowledge 
of all the facts. With this splen- 
did fund of accurate and authentic 
information gained by actual con- 
tact, he has written of its three 
years’ history authentically. 

No student interested in this 
great tribunal] can afford not to 
read this splendid work. It is fully 
documented and supplied with ex- 
tensive appendices, a carefully se- 
lected bibliography and a compre- 
hensive index.

@rs are beginning to realize, more 
and more, ite unique distinction, its 
subtle technical appeal, its per- 
petual charm. They have learned 
that the water color is not the 
perishable thing they once consid- 
ered it. It is, in truth, when prop- 
erly protected, more enduring than 
an oil, for its radiant colors do 
not darken and disappear in the 
long white light of time. 

Mrs. Wachtel’s beautiful triptych, 
“Spring Fires,” is California in 
epitome—a vast sunny landscape 
under a blue sky filled with floating 
clouds, in the foreground a camp- 
fire surrounded by human figures. 
Yet it is mo more Californian in 
form, in feeling and in color than 
any other of the superb pictures in 
this collection at the Biltrticre— 
than “Tejunga Canyon,” with - its 
gnarled sycamores, its golden tone, 
its mysterious sea. Than “Can- 
yon Road,” aglow with light, the 
towering mountains pink and ame- 
thystine, an autumnal sycamore to 
the left of the picture. Than 
“April Morning.” jocund with the 
greers of spring, a wall of cloud 
piling high and scattering rain, be- 
yond it a sky of ultramarine. Than 
“Desert in Cloud Shadow.” a lev- 
el plain of mesquite and sagebrush, 
far-off peaks that are pale blue 
and pale pink and that rise steeply 
like urns holding beauty, at their 
bases the creeping misty greens of 
California’s winter.

‘WATER COLORS FROM 
EUROPE AT CANNELL 


With five water-color exhibitions 
running at one and the same time 
in Los Angeles, it certainly ap- 
pears to be true, as I said in my 
article on the water-color paint- 
ings of Marion Kavanagh Wachtel, 
that this form of art is coming in- 
to its own.

State’s| Share Raised by Gas 
and Auto Tax 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

LINCOLN (Neb.) April 18.—By 
authority of the Legislature just 
adjourned, Nebraska will start this 
year on the building of a real State 
highway system. For this pur- 
pose the Legislature authorized the 
expenditure of between $5,000,000 
and $6,000,000 for the next two 
years, which will be matched by 
a similar sum from the Federal 
government. 

The State's share of the fund 
will come from two sources. From 
a 2-cent tax on gasoline now ef- 
fective, it is ex ed that at least 
$2,900,000 a yeat will be secured. 
Another million’ or more will be 
@erived from taking 30 per cent 
of the motor-vehicle license money 
and expending this entirely upon 
the State aystem. The other 70 
per cent will be- expended by the 
various counties, in the propor- 
tion which each contributes, on the 
@ragging. graveling or other im- 
provements of the roads, with the 
remainder to be used in construct- 
ing a system of secondary roads. 


BLOC LOSES FIGHT 

©The farm bloc in the House op- 
posed the program just adopied, 
but was successful only in obtain- 
ing an exemption from the gasoline 
tax of the fuel used in farm trac- 
tore and operating ‘combination 
harvesting machines. The pro- 
gram of the Nebraska Good Roads 


—~ Association, which backed the leg- 


islation, aleo included the levying 
of a property tax and the admin- 
istration of the expenditures by 
an unpeid State commission. Gov. 
McMullen refused to sanction these 
propositions, ang they were dis- 
carded. 

Farmer opposition was largely 
directed to the use of tax money 
on building what they called a 
totvrist system of roads. They 
wanted the money spent on the 
roads leading from the farm to the 
nearest market. They also con- 
tended that paved roadways are 
mot a necessity in Nebraska, and 

ularly opposed that part of 
he Good Roads Association plan 
of a paved roadway across the en- 
State. 


EARLY PLANS FAILURE | 

Nebraska first began building a 
Stats highway system in 1918, the 
first plan including a system of 
roads connecting all of the county 
seats. This program has been fol- 
lowed in a more or less desultory 
way, due to the fact that the 
farmers kept down the size of the 
appropriation raised by direct tax 
and from the motor-vehicle lic- 
enses, and also by their insistence 
on spending most of the latter 
money on the county roads. They 
were forced into supporting the 
gasoline tax by the announcement 
of the Federal government that, 
beginning next year, it would 
match dollars only with the State 
end not the countfes. They were 


. placated by being given $2,000,000 


@ year from the license fund for 
their local roads. 

A greater deal of the road im- 
provement in both the State and 
county systems for this year will 
We the use of gravel. There are 
immense deposits of this all along 
the Platte River, and the experi- 
ments of last year showed that 
these were the only roads that 
were passable during the greater 
part of the year. 


IAMIT EXPENDITURE 
The administration of the new 
fund will be in the hands of Gov. 


McMullen, ang R. L. Cochran, Sec- 


retary of the Department of Pub- 
lic Works for the last two years, 
will be the man in charge. A re- 
cent decision of the Supreme Court 
confines the expenditures of 
money to the biennium for which 
it was appropriated, ard this makes 
impossible the continuous devel- 
opment of the system since each 
- Legislature is the arbiter of the 
amount to be epent during the next 
two years after it sits. The last 
Legislature was compelled to make 
the deficiency “appropriation of 
$660,000 to pay road contractors 
for work that lapped.over from 
one biennium another. 
One of the features of the fight 
to odtain the adoption of the State 
highway system was the fact that 
the two counties which contribute 
most of the license and gas tax, 
Douglas and Lancaster, were most 
insistent upon the use of their sur- 
plus money in road building in oth- 
er parts of the State, and hag dif- 
ficuity in convincing farmer mem- 
bers to accept this proposition.

State’s Resources 


Inundation of Farms is

LOUISVILLE, April 18.—Ken- 
tucky for the first time in its his- 
tory is realizing the immeasur- 
able wealth that lies in its rivers 
which penetrate the mountain and 
sections. One great hydro- 
electric project already has been 
put into practical operation at 
Dix River dam, where approxi- 
mately $10,000,000 is being spent 
and a great dam erected which is 
now causing a lake thirty-six 
Miles long to form. 

Other projects are heard of in 
various sections of the State, but 
in some places there will be strong 
protests made, as people are ob- 
jecting to great areas being inun- 
dated by the backed-up waters, 
in many cases flooding farms and 


an occasional! village. Of course, 
the land and buildings affected 
will be paid for, but the farm 
owners cannot fight a great cor- 
poration and will be compelled to 


give wp thelr holdings whether 
they so desire or not. 
A proposal is being advanced 


for the erection of a great power 
dam in the south fork of the riv- 
er near Hooneville, Owsley coun- 
ty. A hearine was held by Capt. 
Cc. W. Ball of Cincinnati, repre- 
senting the Federal Power Com- 
mission. Speeches were made 
against the proposed dam by vari- 
ous leaders in that section, and the 
‘Cumberland and Manchester Rail- 
road joined in the protest. Protes- 
tants claimed that from a third 
to three-fourths of the farming 
land in the county would be sub- 
merged, together with seventy-five 
burial grounds and 400 homes, a 
half-dozen school districts will be 
isolated and practically all the re- 
mainder of the county cut off 
from the county seat. Decision 
has not been announced in the

YUCATAN’S TREASURES 
ARE LITTLE KNOWN 


When Yucatan is mentioned the 
average person thinks of chewing 
gun or binder twine, for that id 
where chicle and sisal come from, 
but-to Lady Richmond Brown, a 
hardy British traveler, the name 
of the flat-topped promontory jut- 
ting out into the gulf just below 


the Isthmus of Tehauntepes, brings 
up visions of buried treasure—of 
gold and silver, “carved jade and 
precious stones. a 

Consequently Lady Richmond ts 
about to take a ship and return 
to Central America, to British 
Honduras, just south of the jun- 
gies of Yucatan, where she has 
leased 70,000 acres and hopes to 
unearth rich relics of the ancient 
civilization of the Mayas. 

Lady Richmond dreams of treas- 
‘ure-trove, but others actually have 
found it. 

Dr. Thomas Gann, an old resi- 
dent of British Honduras, who has 
done considerable archaeological 
work, and Dr. Sylvanus Morley of 
Carnegie Institute, an authority on 
the Mayan glyphs, not only uncov- 
ered some ruins of what were 
stately palaces and temples, but 
have brought to light jewels and 
workings in precious metals. 

Yucatan, Dr. Gann reveals in a 
book just off the press, is a land 
without rivers. The only drinkable 
water is found in pecuiiar cenotes, 
deep cold pools in the limestone 
which underlies the soil of the 
whole peninsula. 

There was an ancient legend, 
which explorers learned from the 
Santa Cruz Indians, the descend- 
ants of the ancient Mayas, that of- 
ferings of gold and jewels and 
sometimes young girls, were 
thrown into these deep podls. 

These tales were regarded 
myths until Gann and 
drained and dredged the great 
cenote of sacrifice and found 
carved jade, ‘eads, jewels and gold 
work, a large mass of which was 
sent to enrich the Peabody Mu- 
seum collection at Harvard. 

Lady Richmond may recover 
wealth in gold and jewels, but if 
she can add to the almost unknown 
history of the Ma‘as she will have 
better served mankind.—[Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal.

TRAPPER BEATS 
BEAR IN FIGHT 
Flight Failing, Unarmed Man 


Turns on Bruin 


Animal Gets Worst of It in 
Fistic_ Encounter 


Huge Brute, Later Shot, 
Weighs 1000 Pounds 


AUBURN (Me.) April 18.— 
Larry McLean, hunter, trapper anc 
boxer, was attacked by an infuri- 
ated bear down in the woods of 


Maine recently, without even 4 
knife with which to fight him. - 


McLean was carrying supplies 
from the town of. Woodland, on 
the Maine side of the St. Croix 


River, to a hunting cabin in the 
woods, about seven miles distant. 
He had been at the cabin two 
weeke. Supplies becoming ex- 
hausted he walked through the 
woods to Woodland for sufficient 
food to sustain him another week 
in the woods, Deducing that car- 
rying a rifie would limit the 
quantity of food he was able to 
carry, he left his rifle in the cab- 
in. He anticipated no danger. 


FINDS BEAR TRAPPED 

Soon after noon he set out from 
Woodland for his seven-mile hike, 
pack laden. The air was exhil- 
arating, and McLean walked quite 
fast toward his cabin. When 
within two miles of it he came 
across a trap containing a female 
bear. 

The bear, on seeing him, tried 
to free herself from the steel jaws. 
Panic-stricken, she rolled over and 
over, but was unable to break clear 
of the trap. As McLean stood 
watching her, a cub bear, prob- 
ably about three months of age, 
emerged from a fringe of trees, 
surveyed McLean, then timidly 
approached the female bear. 

Suddenly there ambled from a 
grove of trees the burly form of 
a huge male bear. So interested 
was the male bear in the plight 
of his mate, that he did not not- 
ice McLean, who thought the time 
opportune to retreat, so he start- 
ed, as softly as he could walk to- 
ward his cabin. But, the male 
bear discovered him and rushed 
to the attack, maddened by the 
predicament in which he found his 
mate. 

McLean dropped some food, but 
the bear refused to even pause in 
his rush. The hunter dodged from 
tree to tree, hoping to make his 
way to his cabin in this circuit- 
ous fashion, but in trying to es- 
cape the .threatening paws, and 


walking backward, he stumbled 
over a fallen tree. Before he 
could gain his equilibrium, the 


bear was on him. x 

The animals paws encircled his 
shoulders. He tried to slip from 
under them, but in vain. Retain- 
ing sufficient presence of mind to 
continue resistance, despite the 
apparent hopelessness of his situ- 
ation, and the numbing effects of 
the embrace, McLean lifted his 
head and butted the bear on the 


w. 

This disconcerted the animal for 
an instant, and allowed the man 
an opportunity to “back-heel” the 
bear. The move was successful 
and the bear went off his bal- 
ance. He released Mclean in an 
effort to save himself from going 
over. McLean, liberated, ran 
toward the cabin, but the bear was 
relentless. McLean collided with 
a tree and the bear closed in on 
him, but did not secure the pow- 
erful grip he had before. Me- 
Lean clutched the bear by the 
throat with one hand. With the 
other hand, he struck the bear 
repeatedly, using all his force in 
— hooks and jolts and upper- 
cuts. 


BEAR FALLS UNCONSCIOUS 


Suddenly he released his hold 
on the throat of the bear, flung 
his right first hard into the 
bear's jaws, and as the animal 
staggered backward, sank his left 
fist into the pit of the bear’s stom- 
ach. The animal keeled over 
backward, and lay unconscious. 
McLean running, finally, he 
reached the cabin. He hastened 
back with his rifle in quest of the 
bear that had given him such a 
close call for life. ; 

McLean was in time to see the 
bear getting to his paws and lop- 
ing in the opposite direction. Mc- 
Lean followed and found the three 
bears at the trap. McLean took 
his time in sighting the female 
bear, who was suffering from the 
wounds inflicted by the trap. One 
bullet killed her. When she nose- 
dived into the soft earth, the two 
remaining members of the fami- 
ly became panicky. McLean killed 
the male bear with another bullet 
and, singularly, the bullet’ tore 
through the bear and into the 
body of the cub. 

The male bear was one of the 
biggest bears ever killed in the 
St. Croix territory, on either side 
of.the river that serves as an in- 
ternational dividing line for many 
miles. He weighed approximate- 
ly 1000 pounds. His mate was 
another heavy bear, weighing 
800. The cub weighed about 130.

For thirty-eight years, Liberty 
looking down New York Harbor. 
must have blushed under the rev- 
erent gaze of millions of immi- 
grants. Only in October, 1924, did 
she come into her own, officially 
by an executive order of Presi- 
dent Coolidge. The order reads 
that Fort Wood, N. Y., shall be 
made a national monument. Fort 
Wood is no more and no less 
than the Statue of Liberty. 

In the same order that made 
the Statue of Liberty what the 
American people belleved she was, 
four other military reservations, 
or parts of them, were set aside 
as national monuments, open to 
the public. One of these, Fort 
Marion, at St. Augustine, Fia., is 
well known. The others, Castle 
Pickney, Charleston Harbor, Socth 
Carolina; Fort Pulaski, near Sa- 
vannah, Ga., and Ft. Matanzas, 
near St. Augustine, are leas known. 

A massacre, which probably was 
the most terrible committed on 
American soil, the only intact ex- 
ample of a medieval fort in North 
America, the site where rified guns 
first spelled the doom of para- 
pets, the scene of the Civil War's 
first shot and the first successful 
submarine attack, and the mod- 
ern. world’s equivalent of the 
Colossus of Rhodes—these are the 
five new national monuments, 

History koits together the sto- 
ries of Fort Marion and Fort Ma- 
tanzas, the latter fifteen miles to 
the south. Don Pedro Menendez. 
the “adelantado” or Governor of 
Florida, founded St. Augustine in 
1565 as a base from which to 
attack the Huguenot 
Fort Caroline, fifty miles north. 
Spain claimed the Huguenots 
trespassed ‘upon their territory. 
But the Huguenots, French Prot- 
estants, who had come for religi- 
ous freedom like the Pilkrims 
were to come sixty-five years later, 
decided to surprise the Spanish. 

The Spanish fleet swooped 
down: on St. Augustine but a 
Florida hurricane drove the 
French vessels on the beach some 
miles south, wrecking every ves- 
sel. After a forced march Menen- 
dez captured Fort Caroline. -All 
the defenders were killed and the 
women and children carried 
away. Returning to 8t. Augustine, 
he rushed south to meet the ship. 

Fort Pulaski is located on the 
sea end of a sand spit dividing 
the mouth of the Savannah River. 
Built on the site of Revolution- 
ary Fort Greene, which w de- 
stroyed by a hurricane, Fort Pu- 
laski was taken over by south- 
ern troops at the beginning of the 
Civil War. Union troops attacking 
Savannah breught up some of the 
first rifled camnon ever made and 
demanded the fort's surrender. 
The Confederate commander §re- 
plied, “I have been sent here to 
fight, not surrender.” Despite a 
gallant defense the rifled cannon 
pounded out a milftary lesson that 
scrapped most of the world’s forts. 

Fort Moultrie, that beat off a 
British fleet in 1776, and Fort 
Sumter, the Civil War's Serajevo, 
are twin guards to Charleston 
Harbor. These two forts still are 
in active use, so Castle Pinckney, 
an unused fert on Shute’s Folly 
Island, has been named a national 
monument for Charleston Harbor. 
Tt is opposite the point where 
batteries first poured shot § into 
Sumter. Union forces used Castle 
Pinckney in their final attack on 
Charleston. It was in this harbor 
that the first submarine, run by 
steam, torpedeed a ship during the 
Civil War, bat went to the bot- 
tom with its victim. Castle Pinck- 
ney also saw of the first at-

tinuing the architectural depart- 
ment of the University. Dr. Von 
KleinSmid, president of the uni- 
| versity, recently addressed a com-

work done by the organization, and 
requesting that the arrangement 
be renewed for another year. 

Because David Witmer, .chair- 
man of the educational committee, 
and Edwin Bergstrom, president of 
the association, are en route to 
New York to attend the national 
convention of the American Insti- 
tute of Architects, the meeting will 
be deferred unti! their return, but 
it will be held shortly after their 
arrival in Los Angeles. 

Several changes in the curricu- 
lum may be made. The advisabil- 
ity of extending the course to five 
years is now under consideration 
and more cultural courses may be 
included in the curriculum.

versities and trade schools through- 
out the country continue to turn 
out considerable numbers of new 
bullding craftsmen. 

“There has been less seasonal 
idleness this year than in past 
years. This is due to the fact 
that builders are becoming bet- 
ter educated and equipped to 
cope with adverse winter weath-

“The protracted jurisdictional 
dispute between the United Broth- 
erhood of Carpenters and the 
Sheet Metal Workers’ Union has 
taken on a more sérious aspect 
because of the creation of a new 
union in the building industry to 
be known as the International 
Union of Bullding Trades Carpen- 
ters. The new union, which wil

“The dispute between the Drick- 
layers’ and plasterers’ union, which 
tied up more than $20,000,000 
worth of bullding in New York, 
Chicago and Philadelphia, has as- 
sumed a serious aspect. Threats 
and counter-threats are in the air 
an® there is a possibility of the 
contréversy extending throughout 
the building industry. Interna- 
tional officers of both unions are 
attempting to adjust the differ-

Ordinances ‘Peed in Man 
Cities 


Range from New York to 
Small Villages 


Los Angeles F irst to Put 
Into Effect 


Headed by the cities of New 
York, Chicago, Boston, Baltimore, 
Pittsburgh and Los Angeles, a total 
of 320 municipalities throughout 
the United States, with a total pop- 
ulation of more than 24,000,000, 
had zoning ordinances in effect on 
January 1, 1925, according to in- 
formation obtained by the Division 
of Building and Housing of the De- 
partment of Commerce. The mu- 
nicipalities range in population 
from the city of New York with its 
millions of inhabitants down to the 
smallest villages. 

In adopting zoning 
these cities, towns and villages have 
sought to protect home owners, 
and other land owners, in the reas- 
onable use of their property, ac- 
cording to Dr. John M. Gries, Chief 
of the Division of Building and 
Housing. Zoning seeks so to regu- 
ulate the use to which buildings 
may be put, the area of the lot 
which they may cover, and their 
height in different sections of the 
city, that the land in each district 
may be used for the purposes to 
which it is best suited. 

A neighborhood of small houses, 
for example, is secured against hav- 
ing a noisy factory site in its midst, 
with losses not only in peace and 
quiet, but in property values. The 
factory owner, on the other hand, 
ie apt to have a better choice of 
desirable level plant sites with good 
transportation facilities, and pro-

IDEA SPREADS 

Sixty-twe municipalities were 
zoned during 1924. Of this number 
twenty-eight have a population of 
lees than 50,000 inhabitants; and 
ty-one have more than 10,000 and 
lees han 60,000 inhabitants; and 
thirteen have more than 560,000 In- 
habitants. 

Of the total number of zoned 
municipalities, 199 have zoned com- 
prehensively, regulating the use, 
height and area of buildings, while 
121 do not go quite so far, many 
Tegulating only the use of build- 
ings and some few regulating the’ 
use and area or the use and height 
of buildings. 

Forty-four out of the sixty-eight 
largest cities in the United States, 
with a population of more than 
100,000 have zoning ordinances in 
effect. Of the combined popula- 
tion of all the cities having over 
25,000 inhabitants, sixty-two per 
cent are receiVing the benefits of 
zoning. 

Prior to 1921, interest In zoning 
waa not yet general throughout the 
country, and when the Division of 
Bullding and Housing was organ- 
ized in the summer of that year, 
only forty-eight cities and towns 
were zoned. The rapid growth of 
the zoning movement is indicated 
by the fact that 159 municipalities 
were zoned by January 1, 1923, and 
269 were soned January 1, 1924. 
The firet comprehensive zoning or- 
dinance in the United States was 
adopted by New York City in 1916; 
although Los Angeles passed 
a ordinance in 19609; and 
Boston, Mase., regulated the height 
of buildings in 1904. ; 


INCREASED INTEREST 
New Jersey still leads in the num- 


seventy-two; New York has. fifty- 


six; California thirty-eight, Illinois 
thirty-six, Massachusetts twenty- 
four, Ohio twenty-one, Wisconsin 
fourteen. Michigan nine, Indiana 
five, Kansas, Missouri, Pennsylva- 
nia, Rhode Island and Virginia four 
each, Florida, Minnesota, Oklaho- 
ma and Washington two each, and 
Alabama, Arkansas, Colorado, Con- 
necticut, Delaware, District of Col- 
umbia, Georgie, Iowa, Maryland, 
Nebraska, Nevada, North Carolina, 
North Dakota, Oregon, South Caro- 
lina, Tennessee and Utah, one each. 

An increased interest isa being 
shown by the people of the United 
States in the enactment of zoning 
legislation to control the use, 
height and area of buildings in va- 
rious districts in their communities, 
and in consequence zoning laws 
have been enacted or are being 
considered by nearly every State in 
the Union. The first step is to 
adopt a State zoning enabling act, 
after which the authorities of the 
cities, towns, boroughs, villages or 
other municipalities may legally 
adopt zoning ordinances to fit local 
conditions. sho 

The legislatures of thirty-four 
States meet during 1926. Most of 
them are now In session and 
ing legislation is receiving more 
than passing attention due to the 
widespread interest in the subject 
shown by the public at large. 

Zoning tlegisiation has been 
strengthened materially through 
the use by State Legislatore con- 
sidering zoning legislation of “A 
Standard State Zoning Enabling 
Act” that wes prepared by the Ad- 
visory Committee on Zoning of the 
Department of Commerce to serve 
as a model for those desiring to 
introduce zoning legislation in their 
States. The great care used in the 
preparation of the Standard Act 
has contributed much to its favor- 
able reception. The Stated that 
used the Standard Act in whole or 
in part since its tentative publica- 
tion in 1922 are as follows: Colo- 
rado, Delaware, Illinols, Iowa, Ne- 
vada, New Jersey, North Carolina, 
North Dakota, Oklahoma, 
vania, Rhode Island, South Caro- 
lina and Wyoming.

pre-eminent among Southland 
communities. Largest and best 
known of the many factories which 
£0 to make this section a veritable 
bee hive of industry is the Ontario 
plant of the Edison Electric Appli- 
ance Company, valued at more 
than $1,000,000 and giving em- 
ployment the year around to some 
500 men and women, including 
and offxe work- 
ers. 

Among the more recent acquisi- 
tions in the line of industrial con- 
cerns are the Ironall Garment 
Factory, and the plant of the Cali- 
fornia Canning Machinery Com- 
pany. The latter will specialize in 
the manufacture of the Wilcox 
pitting machine, recently perfected 
and destined, it is said, to revolu- 
tionize the peach industry through 
its labor-saving and marked reduc- 
tion of waste with a resultant 
greater return to canner and 
grower. 

The grape industry brings an- 
nually millions of dollars to the 
community and located at the east- 
ern gates of Ontario is the largest 
vineyard in the world, the 6000- 
acre tract of the Italian Vineyard 
Company. The poultry business is 
another which has assumed an im- 
}portant place in the industrial life 
of the community, scores of cases 
of eggs being shipped weekly to 
Los Angeles. There is located the 
headquarters of the Associated 
Rabbit Breeders of Southern Call- 
fornia, whose members weekly sup- 
ply literally fine eat- 
ing hares to the population cen- 
ters of the Southland. 

The honey businéss is yet an- 
other industry which is forging 
rapidly to the forefront here, 
pure orange blossom honey being 
featured, and a large plant is kept 
busy refining the product and sup- 
plying a ready market. 

Peghaps the chief pride of the 
West End Community is Chaffey 
High School and Junior College of 
Agriculture, whose $1,000,000 
plant serves more than 1500 pupils 
coming not only from Ontario and 
Upland, but Cucamonga, Etiwanda, 
Alta Ldéma, Guasti, Mountain View, 
Fontana and Surrounding territory 
as well. Night classes sponsored 
by the school in various sections 
of the district give instruction to 
adults as well as young people and 
the agricultural departments of 
the institution render material aid 
to the ranchers. The Chaffey 
Library is one of the finest in the 
State. 


SCHOOL SYSTEM 
Both towns have “excellent ele- 
mentary school systems, that of 
Upland being Roused in three mod- 
ern buildings, while the Cntario 


system numbers five buildings and 
a sixth is now in course of con- 
struction to care for a rapidly in- 
creasing school population. The 
Ontario Junior High School, com- 
pleted during the last year, is one 
of the most attractive structures 
in the community. 

The West End community is 
justly proud of Euclid avenue, 
whose beautiful tree-lined double | 
driveway traverses its entire length | 


from north to south for a distance 
of more than ten miles. Planting! 


of the center parkway of the aye- 
nue to lawn is now under way and 
more than three miles of this in 
the Ontario portion has already 
been completed. 


CITY WATER SUPPLY 


Both cities have their own water 
systems, which arc largely supplied 
from deep wells, and each owns its 
own sewer system. Both cities are 
piped for natural gas and the On- 


tario Power Company, a mutual 
concern, provides electricity for 
lighting, cooking, and _ factory 


operation for the entire West End. 
The San Antonio Water Company, 
also a mutual organization, chiefly 
cares for the irrigation needs of 
the citrus ranchers. 

Building in the community was 
brisk during the last year and 
constfuction in Ontario alone has 
shown an annual expenditure of 
$1,000,000 over a period of five 


‘| years, with indications that 1925 is 


to establish a new record. Recent 
months have witnessed the com- 
pletion of a number of modern 
business structures, the factory of 
the Ironall Company, two huge 
packing-houses, those of the West 
Ontario Citrus Association and uf 
the Citrus Fruit Association of On-

The population of Ontario, the 
second city in size and wealth in 
San Bernardino county, is 12,000, 
according to latest census figures, 
while that of Upland numbers 
something more than 4000, but 
the two cities form the center of a 
district with a population of some 
25,000.

QUICKENING OF 
ACTIVITY SEEN 


| Conditions in Southwest on 
Upgrade, Belief 


March Developments Indicate 
Better Feeling 


Crop Prospects Are Reported 
Generally Good 


“Improvement is indicated in 
economic developments in the Pa- 
cific Southwest during March. 
Conditions are still somewhat 
spotted, with adverse features, but 
there is a quickening of the busi- 
ness pulse.” 


This is the genera! business sit- 
vation throughout this territory 
summed up in the monthly review 
of conditions in the Pacific South- 
west. complied by the research 
department of the First National 
Bank of Los Angeles. Pacific- 
Southwest Trust and Savings Bank 
and the First Securities Company, 
released for publication today. The 
summary continues in part: 

“Short rainfall is e most ad- 
verse factor, but caUBes far less 
damage than many anticipated. 
Although lowertng water levels tn- 
crease irrigation costs, dry farm- 
ers are the only agriculturists who 
will not be able to secure enough 
water to insure good crops. Rains 
in April would materially improve 
their position. The average agri- 
cultural outlook progressively 
satisfactory. 


PAMAGE Is SLIGHT 


“Contrary to established prece- 
edent, frost damage to -:citrus 
fruits is proving less than antici- 
pated. Citrus prices are. high. 
Weather conditions have been fa- 
vorable to early season progress 
(of deciduous fruits. With carry- 
over of canned and dried fruits 
abnormally low, conditions are fa- 
vorable to strong prices. 

“Growing conditions have been 
satisfactory to viticulturists. The 
raisin situation is better than at 
any time for several years. Beans, 
grain and alfalfa are feeling the 
water situation more seriously than 
other crops, because they are large- 
ly dry farming crops. All three 
promise production materially un- 
der normal. The loss to producers 
should be somewhat offset by in- 
dicated high prices. 

“Considerable attention centers 

n the expanded cotton plantings 
in the San Joaquin Valley and im- 
proving growing practices in oth- 
er @istricts,” the reviewer says, 
adding, “It is too early to estimate 
cotton production but plantings 
will probably total 500,000 acres

DEPARTURE 
Climate: 
Design of New System, 


Official Declares 


Weather conditions in California 
are responsible for the develop- 
ment of an entirely new kind of 


heating system for schools and 
large buildings in the Southwest, 
according to A. J. Hartfield, presi- 
dent of the Pacific Gas Radiator 
Company. 

“In Eastern States all large 
buildings are heated by a central 
steam plant.” Mr. Hartfleld ex- 
plained, “but ‘nm the Southwest heat 
is used fo rarely and is wanted so 
quickly that these plants have 
proved uneconomical. Gas-heating 
engineers have developed indi- 
vidual steam plants for each room 
which are known as gas steam ra- 
diators. 

“These radiators may be auto- 


matically regulated so that the 


room is continually kept at a cer- 
tain temperature without any at- 
tention. The heat uged is gas, 
but this gas is used to heat water 
in the radiator, so that steam heat 
permeates the room. 

“The obnoxious fumes of gas are 
withdrawn through vents and fresh 
air is constantly drawn into the 
room, so that these radiators ven- 
tilate as well as heat. . 
“All through the West this type 
of heating is now being generally 
adopted, as tests have proved it 
to be much more economical and 
satisfactory. School boaruse have 
approved this method throughout 
the State of California.”

Revision of the Los Angeles bu!lding ordinance in order to correct 
present weak points relating to foundations, undersize studding, stucco 
exteriors and backings for stucco exteriors, and fireproof requirements, 
is strongly advocated by John P. Kennedy, chief appraiser of the

One of the interesting tests car-

Yale Students . 
Tests of Motor 
Car Interesting 


Part of the work of the Yale 
engineering Jaboratories consists 
of regular tests of the efficiency 
of various makes of American au- 
tomoblles. These tests have been 
carried on for a perfod of more 
than ten years, and the results of 
tests on the same make of auto- 
mobile show some interesting 
comparisons. Some of the com- 


ments on the recent test of a V- 
63 Cadillac, as reported in the 
Yale Alumni Weekly, are very in- 
teresting, as it was more than ten 
years ago that the first test of 
eight was made at 

ale. . 

“The V-63 Cadillac, which was 
tested, had run 21,000 miles at 
the date of test and was in exce!l- 
lent condition,” runs the account 
ot the Yale test. “The rolling re- 
eistance was only sixteen* pounds 
per 1000 pounds of car weight; 
quite a low value. The loss of 
horse power between engine and 
rear tires was iess than 10 per 
cent at full load. Both of these 
items testify to the smal] internal 
friction of the car and help to 
explain its excellent power per- 
formance. 

“The test of the Cadillac eight 


| in 1914 showed fifty-three horse- 


power developed at the rear wheels 
at a speed of forty miles an hour. 
On the 1924 model the horse pow- 
er was sixty, an increase ob- 
tained without change in size or 
spéed of the engine, and hence 
chargeable to improved valve tim- 
ing, carburetion, etc. 

“The V-63 Cadillac used in the 
test had run 21,000 miles. The 
revolutions of thé engine during 
this distance, assuming the car to 
have run always in high gear, and 
never idle, were about 60,000,000 
turns. This amount of use had 
not worn out the engine, but ap- 
parently had only, imbered it up 
for good operation, as shown by 
these tests.”

It may take 
years to learu just the plants that will do 
their best in your particular soil and loca- 
tion, but many plants will do well in all 
soils, if cared for. 

Piants need moisture, food and 
warmth to grow. Cultivation allows air to 
penetrate the soil. Moisture is given by 
rain, watering and irrigation. Food is in 
all soil to a certain extent, but may be in- 
creased by leaf mold, manure, etc. The 
soil must be moist to make the food avail- 
able to the roots. In cold weather plants 
do very little growing, but with the warm 
days of Spring they grow very rapidly. 

Plants may be killéd by overfeeding or 
overwatering. 


Is it @ native of a 
hot, dry, sandy place or a cool, moist one? 
There are plants for all places and all con- 
ditions, but the best results will be ob- 
tained by trying to place them as Nature 
p'anted them. 

Many seeds and plants are wasted by 
sowing too thickly and leaving them to 
grow as best they may. Some plants are 
best sown in seed boxes and transplanted, 
when large enough to handle. Some flow- 
ers cannot be satisfactorily transplanted. 
Always hold a small plant by its leaves, its 
roots are too easily injured. 

The gardener often becomes discouraged 
by the many pests that try to destroy the 
plants. In the spring they are most active 
and numerous. The most common of the 
smaller pests are cutworms, slugs, snails 
and aphis. A new, clean garden with 
thrifty, healthy plants will not be bothered 
as much as an older, leaf-strewn one. There 
are sprays and poisons of various sorts 
to kill these pests. A strong spray of water 
from the hose will wash off the little green 
aphis i by repeated efforts they can be

The common magnolia is hardy through- 
out California and seems better adapted to 
Northern and Centra] California than to the 
southern section of the State. It is a large 
growing, deep-rooting swamp tree that de- 
lights in moisture both above and below the 
soil surface and is, therefore, not particular- 
ly at home in Southern California. The 
growth with us is too often much attenu- 
ated and eparsely foliaged. The finest 
specimens the writer has seen were grow- 
ing in Sacramento and it is probable that 
the roots, after growing through several 
feet of loose soil, had reached an abundant 
supply of water. Only where growing in 
a deep soil, with an abundance of water at 


regular and frequent intervals, does the - 


magnolia seem to thrive with us to a 
point of being really ornamental. 


The Evergreen Tamarix | 

Our attention was trst called to this tree 
so useful for windbreaks in the Coachella 
and imperial Valleys by an italian bulletin 


of 1916. It was stated therein that Tamarix. 


articulata stood first in the list of trees for 
staying shifting inland sand dunes in Trip- 
oli, North Africa. The writer did not know 
it was evergreen there or that there was an 
evergreen species of Tamarix. Other trees 
found successful were the locust, Robinia 
pseud-acacia; palo verde, Parkinsonia acu- 
lata; a pine, Pinus halepeusis, and the giant 
reed common in the Los Angeles River bed, 
Arundo donax. These were the only plants 
surely successful at the time the bulletin

The fig was one of the first fruits planted 
in the Coachella Valley when development 
began there some fifteen or twenty years ago, 
and as might have been expected of this 
drought and heat-resistant fruit, it was found 
to thrive wonderfully. Given a reasonable 
amount of water, under the long-growing 
season and the intense heat of the desert, 
the fig tree responded with a truly marvel- 
ous growth. Planted out as cuttings, in 
three years they reached twice the average 
size for trees of the same age in other parts 
of the State. It was found, in; fact, that 
the trees hardly went dormant at all, con- 
tinuing to grow vigorously well into De- 
cember and starting into active growth 
again in February, after a rest period of 
six weeks or so as compared to the normal 
rest period in other parts of the State of 
perhaps four months. 

_ Not ohly was the tree found to grow-won- 
derfully well, but, in common with nearly 
every other crop grown in the desert, it 
shared the advantage of very early matur- 
ity of fruit. The first crop, normally ripen- 
ing in other parts of the State in late June 
or July, was found to reach maturity in 
Coachella Valley. during the first ten days of 
May, in some seasons being even earlier. 


It was at least a month, and often six 


weeks, in advance of the rest of the State. 
In addition to the unusually early first crop 
(doubtless another result of the long grow- 
ing season,) the fig was found in this re- 
claimed desert valley to bear three dis- 
tinct crops instead of the two normally pro- 
duced in other sections of California. And 
this third crop was found to mature much 
later than the second or last crop else- 
where, coming along in October or Novem- 
ber. 


To summarize, the fig growers learned 
that with the fig in the Coachella Valley 
they possessed two distinct and unique ad- 
vantages over growers in other parts of the 
State, advantages granted by Dame Nature 
perhaps somewhat as a recompense for the 
discomforts and fortitude required in over- 
coming the desert. They had both earlier 
and later figs than can be grown elsewhere. 
Obviously, since both crops are out of sea- 
son and therefore not in competition with 
other‘sections, the prices received-for these 
crops average much higher than those re- 
turned to fig growers in other parts of the 
State. 


This has been especially true with the 
first crop, which normally comes on the 
market a little ahead of even the earliest 
apricots or peaches and for which the grow- 
ers have not infrequently received from 
$3.50 to $5.00 per crate of seven pounds, 
sometimes getting much more although the 
average return is somewhat lower. The sec- 
ond crop, maturing about the time that the 
first crop is harvested in the other fig-grow- 
ing sections of the State, has never been es- 
‘pecially profitable to the Coachella Valley 
growers. Moreover, on account of the in- 
tense heat of the mid-summer, this crop is 
of lower average quality than the first crop 


and is frequently injured from sunburn. | 


_ Then, too, picking and cultural] costs dur- 
ing the intense heat of the summer season 
are considerably higher than at other times 
of the year. 


SOME EXPERIMENTS 


It is not strange that the fig growers of 
the Coachella Valley should have been in- 


terested in possible ways and means of en-| 


couraging the productions of a large first 
crop, even though such measures might 
perhaps be so laborious and costly as to be 
economically impracticable in the other fig- 
producing sections, With many trees re-

ranch through the agency of traps. Every 
rancher should have a dozen traps of his 
\own and know how to place and bait them. 
Poison is too dangerous, save in the hands 
of an expert. 

_ When the turkeys, chickens, lambs and 
kids begin to vanish mysteriously, traps 
‘should be set without delay. The bes 
place to set them, for coyotes, is on a path, 


an old, unused road or along the fence line. 


Make traps fast to a fence post, small bush 
ora drag. The trap is placed in a hole suf- 
ficiently deep to allow a covering of fine, 
dry dirt or sage leaves. It is set with the 
bait about 18 inches from the fastening, 
and so arranged that the animal must step 
over the trap to reach the bait.

Coachella Fig Growers Revive Old Art 


> Bud Pruning, Forgotten Practice of Another Generation, Bringing Results #¥*¢ther it 1s a rediscovery of a long forgot- 
in Reclaimed Desert—Effect on Extremely Early First Crop Such as 
to Lead to Official Investigation—Some Disadvantages

‘THE PRACTICE ITSELF 

The practice itself is simple, consisting 
merely in thorough removal of the terminal 
leat buds by pinching or by cutting them 
off immediately or soon after the trees en- 
ter the rest period. This is usually done 
during January, the trees normally going 
dormant in December and starting growth 
in February. 

The effect of this treatment is startling 
indeed, being nothing less than the produc- 
tion of figs where normally leaves are, put 
out. It appears that in some way not yet 
understood, the fruit ds are forced into 


mally develop with the first flush of growth 
in the spring. Whatever may be the ex- 
planation (which question is to receive in- 
vestigation during the coming season,) it 
is certain that the branches and trees so 
treated carry many more fruits and many 
fewer leaves in March and Apri! than do 
the untreated trees. The net result is a 
much larger and apparently better quality 
first crop, or precisely what the growers 
have long desired. 7 

The effects of this pinching or bud prun- 
ing, as it is called, are shown in the fllus- 
trations accompanying this article. It will 
be seen that incomplete bud pruning re- 
sults in the formation of both figs and 
leaves, thorough pinching in fruit forma- 
tion only, and no treatment in the produc- 
tion of leaves only. This does not mean, of 
course, that no first crop figs are produced 
where bud pruning is not practiced, for, as 
indicated previously, some fruit of excel- 
lent quality is normally produced without 
andy treatment whatever. It does mean 
that unquestionably the bud pinching proc- 
ess does result in the production of more 
fruit in the first crop. 


_ The pruning is ordinarily done with a 
pocket knife rather than with the finger 
nails, as experience has shown that thor- 
ough work requires the use of a knife. The 
treatment is laborious and relatively cost- 
ly, since it takes a fast worker at least an 
hour to prune a moderate sized tree and 
for large trees, double that time. The bud 
pruning is usually preceded by a moderate 
thinning of the larger branches, as the ten- 
dency of the trees under intense summer 
heat is to become dense and compact. 


TWIG PRUNING RESULTS 


In addition to bud pruning, a few of the 
growers have practiced twig pruning, which 
consists in the removal of the small fruit- 
bearing twigs after the first crop is harvest- 
ed. The trees so treated for a few years 
‘in succession, however show distinct indi- 
cations of dwarfing and the conclusion has 
been reached that this practice is of doubt- 
ful value. It appears probable that the 
bud pruning, itself is also repressive to 
‘growth and that it can be overdone at the 
expense of the development of size and vig- 
or in the trees. It also appears likely that 
instead of removing the terminal buds from 
all the branches each season, it may event- 
ually be shown to be a better practice to 
treat only a part of the branches each year 
and in this way to even up the production 
of fruit and the growth of the trees. It al- 
so remains to be demonstrated whether 
this practice will produce similar results 
with varieties other than the Black San 
Pedro and Brown Turkey, which are practi- 
cally the only kinds grown in the valley, 
and also whether bud pruning will give sim- 
ilar results in other parts of the State. The 
Division of Subtropical Horticulture of the 
university hopes to study these questions 
and others equally important during the 
next season.

Say Poor Disinfectant 


Taints Poultry 


The division of chemistry of the Califor- 
nia department of agriculture issues a 
warning tO producers of market poultry 
against the indiscriminate use of cheap | 


coal tar products which have a strong car-/ 


bolic odor for the disinfecting of poultry 
houses and coops. Although it is stated by 
G. H. Hecke, Director of the California De- 
partment of Agriculture, that no complaints 
have as yet been heard from the California 
poultry dealers, he says it seems proper 
to caution the producers at this time. A re- 
cent press bulletin of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture states that the 
farmers throughout the East and Middle 
West, through fear of the European fowl 
pest, have been doing much more disinfect- 
sing.than usual. As a consequence, the hand- 
lers of market poultry have suffered heavy 
losses because of the unsalability of tainted 
fowl, one large firm reporting a loss of $10,- 
000 on four cars. 

Poultry which has been kept in houses 
treated with the cheap coal tar products 
and shipped in crates which have been 
dipped in this material, it is explained by 
the chemistry division, absorb the odor in- 
to their bodies where it remains even after 
the birds have been dressed. When a dis- 


a|infectant of this nature has been used, it 


is advised, the birds should not be shipped 
for at least two or three weeks. Whenever 
applicable, a disinfectant such as a 4 per 
cent formaldehyde solution, a hot lye solu- 
tion or scalding hot water should be used. 
The better grades of coal tar disinfectants 
do not have the reeking odors of the cheap 
so-called crude carbolic compousds, and 
such odors should gradually disappear with-

E “little farm” in the Southland is 

taking on a new importance with the 
rapid subdivision of the larger ranch hold- 
ings and the increasing output of these 
three to ten-acre places. Intensive crop- 
ping of some part of our fertile lands is a 
necessity if a proper balance in agricultur- 
al production is to be maintained; we have 
already developed the more extensive 
farming activities to a creditable degree, 
so the “little landers” take a welcome place 
in our agricultural scheme. 3 


The chief crops produced on these small 

farms. are vegetableg, berries and fruits, 
and while most of these growers are poul- 
trymen as well, or are “edging” into eg- 
riculture while stil] “holding down” other 
work, the importance of such production 
cannot be overestimated, 


In the first place, the new growers are 
Americans, and in their activities they 
are building up the start of a new vege- 
table and oberry-producing industry for 
Americans. While it is true that alien 
growers of these crops have not relin- 
quished their hold on the Southland indus- 
try, the time will probably come when they 
will, and it is then that the American 
growers, who are now really serving their 
apprenticeship in the berry and vegeta- 
ble-growing “game,” will step into the ac- 
tivity, experienced and ready to handle 
larger acreages. 

At the present time, the produce taken 
from the little farms in the districts con- 
ti¢uous to Los Angeles is proving to be an 
important factor in supplying the loca! 
demand in these areas. Usually, consum- 
ers in the smaller towns, persons who are 
more in touch with agricultural conditions, 
and who believe that California agricul- 
ture should be diminated by Americans, 
are anxious to buy from local American 
.. growers. For this reason, the production 
of berries and vegetables in the outlying 
towns of the Southland is being stimulated.

NSTRUCTIVE figures. yielded by the farm 

census of California ‘for 1925 and having 
to do with conditions in the Third Super- 
visorial District comprising the ten south- 
ern counties were given in last Sunday’s 
Farm and Orchard Magazine. These 
showed a total gain in number of farms un- 
der cultivation in the district between 1920 
and 1925 of 7600, or 16 per cent and re- 
vealed in statistical form the changing con- 
ditions in the various counties. Nothing 
could more plainly show the tremendous 
development that is taking place in agricul- 
tural Southern California. Other figures 
since released by J. B. Vaile, of the agricul- 
tural department of the Los Angeles Cham- 
ber of Commerce, who is in charge of 
the district census work, are of equal in- 
terest. 

The total crop production for 1924 in Los 
Angeles county, these figures show, was 
$64,780,993. Bearing acreage alone consid- 
ered, there were 205,150 acres of field crops, 
valued at $12,703,186; 25,120 acres of truck 
crops, valued at $9,922,500, and 104,106 acres 
of fruite and nuts with a valuation of $42,- 
155,307. The figures issued do not include 
live stock and live-stock products for 1924, 
amounting to over $17,000,000, and bringing 
the total agricultural production for the 
county to over $82,000,000.

Aphids are extremely interesting because 
of the remarkable manner in which the fam- 
ily multiplies. Following.is a summary of 
what takes place in the case of the plant 
louse, “blight” or, technically, “Macrosi- 
phum Aphis Rosae,” peculiar to roses, the 
habits and life cycle of which is typical of 
all other varieties found on flowers, fruits 
and vegetables, according to an authority 
on plant pests: 


In cold climates, eggs are produced in 
the autumn by the fertilized females. These 
eggs are glued to the main stalks and twigs 
of the plant by the insects, and remain 
throughout the winter. The eggs hatch ear- 
ly in the spring, but females only are pro- 
‘duced, no males appearing before mid-sum- 
mer. These females, instead of laying eggs, 
as did their mothers in the autumn, act- 
ually give birth to living young, all fe- 
males, but of smaller size. In this process 
of “internal-budding” without the interven- 
tion of the male, are produced vast 
numbers of offspring, which, in turn, 
start to reproduce in a few days. In the 
summer or early fall, the males appear; the 
females, after fertilization, complete the 
life cycle by laying the overwintering eggs 
in the autumn. 


In warm or semitropical climates, the 


same authority says, the eggs are produced 
in much smaller numbers, if at all, many

thie pest, both to those who grow different 
plants on a commercial scale and to those 
who have vegetable or fower gardens. The 
aphid obtains its food by inserting a slender, 
mosquito-like bill into the leaf, blossom, 
fruit, or twig. 
the plant of its life blood without at first 
attracting the grower’'s attention to what is 
going on; hence the aphid is known as a 
“sucking” insect as distinguished from the 
“chewing” insects, such ae caterpillars or 
beetles, which eat the leaves. “Chewing” 
insects are usually controlled by poison 
such as arsenate of lead, which they swal- 
low when eating the plant tissue. 

To control “sucking” fnsects, a “contact” 
insecticide is mnecessary—one which is 
strong enough to kill them when it, comes 
into contact with their soft bodies. So far 
the best insecticides known for killing 
aphids without injury to foliage, are those 
containing nicotine. The nicotine prepara- 
tion should be applied as soon as the first 
aphids appear, as the danger to flowers and 


other crops is not in the injury done by. te

season various crops can be matured to 
meet the highest market prices. | 
An example of the changed demand for 
farm products of this region is seen at the 
Barlow farms, managed by Merrill Barlow, 
E. S. Barlow and E. 8. Barlow, Jr. Wide 
diversification is being followed on these 
two properties, where the following crops 
will be grown this season: Ten acres of 
watermelons, fifteen acres of cantaloupes, 
ten acres of sweet corn, twenty acres of 
peanuts, five acres of sweet potatoes, one 
acre of late onions, persimmons, several 
varieties of grapes, peaches, plums, apri- 
cots, a large acreage of cotton, and alfalfa. 
On a ranch where such widely diversified 
products are grown it is possible to employ 
a practically stable number of laborers the 
year around, and consequently a better 
class of workmen. This does away with the 
floating population which is considered an 
undesirable element in the one-crop com- 
munity. 

Peanut culture is a new industry in the 

locality. A number of ranchers will plant 
acreages of twenty acres downward to thig 
crop during the current season. This will be 
the first year that the crop will be put out on 
a commercial basis. Besides the crop of suc- 
culent nuts, much valuable fertilizer is real- 
ized from each acre. It is expected that the 
rotation of cotton lands to peanuts will 
effectively build up soil which has been 
depleted by farming to the fleecy staple 
over an extended period. 
With increasing plantings to vegetables 
the Arvin district is rapidly changing its 
character. Thousands of acres, it is pre- 
dicted, will be planted to vegetables within 
the next few years. It is known that one 
firm has a representative in the district 
negotiating for the lease of 1000 to 1500 
acres of land for ten years for vegetable 
growing. The venture will probably not 
materialize this year, as a parcel so large 
with adequate water has not been immedi- 
ately available. 

Russel Giffin is planning to convert his 
large holdings to the growing of vegetables. 
He is experimenting toward that end. He 
has 640 acres planted to eight varieties of 
grapes. He will also plant cantaloupes, po- 
tatoes and cotton. The Tejon Ranch is also 
being developed in this direction. The com- 
pany will plant 1000 acres next year to 
fruit trees and vines and will have a large 
acreage of cotton: This marks the conver- 
sion to modern farming methods of one of 
the last of the picturesque old cattle 
ranches of the Southern San Joaquin 
Valley.

High quality deciduous fruit is on 
upon several important factors, and 
slighting of any one of them will bring aie. 
appointment. The most important qualifi- 
cations of high qualfty are: size, freedom 
from blemishes, color, texture and flavor. 


Since the attractiveness of fruit is 
marred by blemishes due to disease, insect 


attack or abrasions from various causes, it 


follows that measures to control or prevent 
such damage are most important. 

_ Color is largely the characterfstic of va- 
riety, but it may be enhanced by sunlight 
contact. Pruning for sunlight penetration 
is the most feasible way of adding color. 

Texture and flavor are mainly variety 
characteristics, but are greatly influenced 
by the health and vigor of the tree. 

Size is considered the most importaht 
qualification of quality, either for canning, 
drying or selling fresh. The consumer pre- 
fers large fruit, and since it is the consum- 
er who must be catered to, every effort 
should be directed toward securing the de- 
sired size. Size of fruit may be influenced 
by several factors, such as variety, vigor of 
trees, soil moisture supply, number of 


fruits, as well as good fruit distribution se | [ 
cured by pruning and removal of excess | 


fruits. It is essential, however, that proper 
growing conditions be pro- 
v 

It frequently happens that fruit trees in 
California produce great numbers of fruit 
buds. Some seasons only a small percent- 
age set fruit, but in other instances, con- 
ditions are more favorable for the setting of 
fruit and far more remain than can possibly 
mature to a desirable commercial size. By 
thinning at the proper stage, size and color 
and uniformity of fruit and vigor of tree 
will all be materially improved. 

During the 1923 fruit season, thinning 
tests were undertaken by various members 
ofthe Agricultural Extension Service 
throughout the State. The following fig- 
ures, secured in Sutter county from an 138- 
year-old peach orchard, show clearly the 
benefits from thinning peaches and will 
prove instructive to growers:

Wasco to Plant Big 
“Cant” Acreage 


BAKPRSFIELD.—Wasco, one of the 
great melon-growing regions of the State, 
will plant between 1000 and 1100 acres to 
cantaloupes this season, according to an 
early survey of the district. Last year, ap- 
proximately 850 acres were devoted to this 
product. One of the most extensive plan- 


tations has been made by W. W. Broaddus, | 


who is devoting practically hig entire hold- 
ings of 600 acres to melons. The planting 
for this year is practically complete. 

According to the survey recently made 
by the Santa Fe Railroad, from 160 to 200 
acres are being planted to watermelons, 
and 1000 to cantaloupes. The railroad ex- 
pects to ship a total of 750 cars of melons. 
, However, considering that in favorable 
years cantaloupes will yield a carload of 
fruit to the acre, and that the majority of 
growers going into the crop this year are 
experienced, this may be calied a conserva- 
tive estimate, according to some producers. 

So far the season has been favorable for 
melon growing in the middle valley. The 
yield was not large last year, and the Was 
co melon-growers believe that they are due 
for a good year in 1925. 

Mr. Broaddus, who has the biggest plant- 
ing since he began growing melons at Was- 
co, will handle his own acreage this year. 
He expects to build a packing-shed at Elmo 
siding to handle tne crop. He will also 
market the crop from Hoover Farms. 

According to Frank Soule, field represen- 
tative of the Herring Ritter Company, that 
firm also will erect a packing-shed at Elmo 
to care for its plantings in that vicinity.

66975 MY power bill larger than it should 
[vr is a question often confronting 
the user of electric power. To answer 
this question he must consider, first, the 
rate paid for electricity, second, the ef- 
ficiency of the motor, third, the efficiency of 
the drive and, fourth, the size of the motor. 


It is common practice for electric com- 
panies.to make their charges in the form of 
a demand charge and an energy charge. The 
rate per K.W.H. (one kilowatt hour is the 
amount of electric energy represented by 
1000 watts flowing one hour) becomes less 
after a certain amount of energy has been 
used. The demand charge is made at so 
much per horse power, based on the size 
of the motor installed and not upon the 
actial horse power used. Thus, if a 25 H.P. 
motor is installed to operate a pump which 
requires only 15 H.P., the demand charge 
will be the same as if 25 H.P. had actually 
been required. Furthermore, with a 25 
H.P. rating, a greater number of K.W.H: 
must be used before the reduced rate per 
K.W.H,. becomes effective than would be 
the case with a 15 H.P. rating. Thus it 
is evident that the man who has a motor 
which is too lérgé ‘is penalized in both the 
demand charge and in the rate per K.W.H. 
The power company is not to blame for 
this, however, since if a 25 H.P. motor is 
installed, it is possible for the . wner to get

former and larger wire than does a 15 
H. P. outf&t, all of which increases the cost. 
The remedy is to see that the proper 
sized motor is installed. 


In the matter of efficiency of the motor, 
it is a well-known fact that a motor will 
operate at a higher efficiency at full load 
than at part load. A motor which is too 
small for its load will also be inefficient 
and, in addition, there will be the danger 
of its overheating and burning out the in- 
sulation. 

The third factor is that of the efficiency 
of the drive used for transmitting the power 
from the motor to the machine. The direct 
drive in which the motor shaft is connected 
directly to the shaft of the machine driven 
gives the least loss and the least trouble, 
but sometimes it is necessary to use gears, 
belts. or chains. If these are used, it is 
especially important to see that they are 
kept in good repair, are lined up correctly, 
and that they are of the proper tension 
or clearance. Slipping belts or belts which 
are too tight waste a great amount of 
energy.

Squirrel Eradication 
Methods Told 


An effective squirrel control campaign is 
forecast by the California Department of 


Agriculture for 1925, inasmuch as the coun- 
ty horticultural commissioners of the State 
have signified their intention to make this 
work one of their major projects. 

In 1917, authority was given the county 
horticultural commissioners to provide for 
the abatement of the ground squirrel nui¢ 
ance. With the beginning of this procedure | 


In the light of the above facts, it seems 
desirable to check up on the amount of | 
energy actually used. This may be very | 
easily and quickly done by means of the | 
watt hour meter installed with the motor. 
In case several motors are hooked to the 
same meter, it will be necessary to take | 
the individual readings while operating one | 
motor at a time. | 


In the ordinary type meter, in addition 
to the dials from which the power company 
takes its readings, there will be found a 
small aluminum disc which rotates when 
power is being used. The number of revolu- 
tions per minute made by this disc depends 
upon the rate at which electrical energy 
flows through the meter. A black mark on 
one edge of the disc enables the operator to 
count the revolutions made. Let us say 
that we wish to calculate the cost of energy | 
to drive a certain motor for twenty-four 
hours when electricity costs 2 cents per. 
K.W.H. In solving the problem the first 
step is to count the namber of revolutions 
the disc makes in one minute. Suppose it 
is found to be ten. Next we must know how 
many watt hours are consumed at each rev- 
olution of the disc, or in other words, what 
the “meter constant” is. This figure may be 
obtained by asking the power company, or 
sometimes it may be found stamped upon

ever the number may be. Let us say tbat. 
the meter constant in this case is 2, mean- 
ing that 2 watt hours of energy have passed | 
a the meter per revolution of the 
Next in consideration is the “installa-| 
tion constant,” which is sometimes en- | 
countered and which means that only, say, 
one-tenth or one-fiftieth or some fraction 
of the total energy used goes through *?

is carbon bisulfid. This is obtainable as a. 
liquid in containers ranging from one gal- 


lon cans to fifty-five gallon drums. | Jute 
waste balls are used in connection there — 
with, from fifty to seventy to the gallon of 
liquid carbon bisulfid. These waste balls 
when saturated take up about two and one-— 
half ounces of the liquid. One waste ball is 
placed in each ground squirrel burrow. | 
has 
been allowed for the liquid to vaporize, 
which takes from five to twelve minutes, | 
depending upon temperatures, the gas | 
formed is ignited causing an explosion. It. 
has been found that the gas caused by the 

exploding of carbon bisulfid is more ef- 
fective than the carbon bisulfid vapor itself. | 
After the gas has been ignited each burrow 
should be closed and several shovelfuls of 
moist dirt packed over the opening to pre- 
vent the escape of any noxious gases which 
may result from the explosion. Carbon bi- 
sulfid can be used any time of the year, but 
its best use is found during the winter and 
spring while the ground is wet. In the 
case of dry soil there is apt to be greater 
escape of the gas. Further, exploding the 
gas when dry grass or feed is about may 
cause fires. 

“Later in the season, after the green feed 
begins to parch and seeds begin to mature 
upon grain and wild forage plants, poisoned 
grain is very effective. This is generally 

udle barley coated with a thin film of 
starch in which powdered alkaloidal strych- 
nine is held in suspension. The object of 
having the grain so poisoned is to allow the 
quick release of the strychnine coating 
when carried in the pouches of the ground 
The coating on the grain dissolves 
quite rapidly, permitting absorption of the 
poison through the membranous lining of 
the cheek pouch. It has been found upon 
investigation, that strychnine absorbed in 
this manner produces its deadly effect 
about five times more rapidly than strych- 
nine absorbed through the digestive tract. 

“Practically all of the materials and sup- 
plies that can be succéSsfully used in the 
control of ground squirrels can be obtained 
from the horticultural commissioner of each 
county at actual cost.” 

The State Department of Agriculture and 
the United States Bureau of Biological Sur- 
vey are co-operating with the county horti- 
cultural commissioners in their ground 
squirrel problems and are conducting in- 
'vestigational work with a view to determin- 


dent pests that are more satisfactory than 
those now in usé. 

It is estimated that $298,000 was expended 
in California during 1924, mostly for materi- 
al, to control ground sguirrels. Joseph 
Keyes of the United States Biological Sur- 
vey estimates that ag a result of the ex- 
|penditure of this money, $1,500,000 was 
saved California last year. 

In 1917 and 1918, when the price of agri- 
cultural commodities was very high, the 
loss due to ground squirrels was estimated 
around $30,000,000 a year. Since that time 
the infestation of these crop feeders’ has 
been reduced considerably, as has also the 
value of farm and range crops, so that the 
estimated loss occasioned by ground squir-

interesting letters. 

The case histories he mentions in his 
communication below bring a personal 
touch to some of the current questions of 
disease. 

“I am one of those who believe that the 
doctor . of medicine, as distinguished from 
those who use no medicine, is slowly back- 
sliding from the orthodox premises of his 
school regarding the’ genesis of disease and 
accepting the hypothesis that medicine as 
a cure for disease is impossible.

tive mind to find out, and then supply the 
conditions under which this intelligence can 
accomplish this high purpose. 

“One of the chief purposes is a clean blood 
stream, complete in its elements, and con- 
taining only the current wastes, on their 
way to the blood-cleansing organs. 

“Most people will admit that the food and 

drink put into the body have some effect 
on the quality of blood. Only recently, how- 
ever, has dietetics been regarded by the 
profession of medicine as an important 
factor in health and disease. There are 
many medical colleges today which devote 
many hours to the study of the drugs and 
bugs and none to diet. 
. “Only a few years ago, I read in an &arti- 
cle written by probably the best known 
writer on popular health topics of the 
school of medicine that diet played an unim- 
portant part in disease generally.

“In humans, one of the chief contamina- 
tions of the blood stream is due to food de- 
composition in its transit through the body. 
There are also beneficial decompositions, 
together with highly poisonous ones. The 
degree of offensiveness of the by-product 
gasses is a sure criterion. There is exact 
knowledge available today on these mat- 
ters, which a layman can well understand.

FAMOUS SEQUOIA 


‘By MES. ROBERT A. MACK 


One of the San Joaquin Valley's historic 
Sequoias now graces the grounds of the 
Department of Agriculture, Washington, 
D. C. 

K. F. Kellerman, Associate Chief of Bu- 
reau of Plant Industry, states that the sec- 
tion of the tree on Department of Agricul 
ture grounds was shipped there from the 
government building of the World’s Colum- 
bian Exposition in Chicago in 1893 and once 
stood on the boundary line between Fresno 
and Tulare counties. 

- This tree was known as “Gen. Noble.” . 
was originally 300 feet high. 


The portion utilized was cut twenty feet 
from the ground, and even at this height 
was twenty-six feet in diameter and eighty- 
five feet in circumference. 

The section was thirty feet high, the in- 
terior being hollowed to such an extent that 
a spiral stair was built in the middle, thus 


tid an opportunity to 


‘take a panoramic view 
of one of the giant specimens of the botani- 


cal world. It was so cut that it eould be 
shipped for reassembling and setting ‘up. 

Assistant Secretary Edwin Willits in No- 
vember, 1894, accepted from the Depart- 
ment of the Interior the “Big Tree” to be 
set up in grounds of the Department of Agrt- 
culture. It had been taken down-and crated 
for shipment, some fifty pieces, each equiva- 
lent to a log four to five feet through and 
fourteen feet long. It took eleven cars to 
transport it from California to Chicago. It 
was crated to preserve the bark intact. | 

At Washington it was set up on a con- 
crete Wase on grounds of the’ Agricultural 
Department and a suitable roof erected over 
the top to protect it against undue detert- 
oration through weather

planted San Joaquin Sequoia appreciates 
kind treatment received at the nation’s 
capital. Graceful vines receive sturdy sup- 
port and numerous visitors have partaken 
of hospitality of the “Big Tree” during the 
years.
